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The  Scope  of  Civil  War  Tokens

The  following  article  has  been  written  with  the  intent  of  stimulating 
individual  thinking  about  the  legitimate  scope  of  Civil  War  Tokens.  It  will 
not  attempt  to  persuade  you  that  token  “A”  should  be  considered  a Civil 
War  Token,  or  that  token  “B”  should  not.  That  determination  is  up  to  each 
individual  collector  and  rightly  belongs  to  him  or  her  alone.  Rather,  the 
approach  in  the  first  part  of  this  article  will  be  (1)  to  focus  on  a number  of 
varieties  of  tokens  that  currently  are  listed  in  either  the  second  edition  of 
U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards , or  in  the  fourth  edition  of  Patriotic  Civil  War 
Tokens , (2)  to  examine  the  criteria  which  those  listings  imply,  and  (3)  to 
take  a look  at  certain  varieties  of  tokens  which  currently  are  not  listed  as 
Civil  War  Tokens,  but  which  meet  these  same  implied  criteria.  This  ap- 
proach will  argue  that  if  you  accept  token  “A”  as  a legitimate  Civil  War 
Token,  then  you  should  also  accept  token  “B”,  since  the  same  criteria 
apply.  Some  readers  may  find  themselves  rejecting  both  token  “A”  and 
token  “B”.  That  is  fine.  As  a collecting  fraternity  we  have  matured  beyond 
the  point  of  letting  someone  else  decide  for  us  the  legitimate  scope  of  our 
Civil  War  Token  collections.  Only  we  ourselves  can  decide  that.  To  do 
otherwise  would  be  to  surrender  much  of  the  pleasure  of  collecting  Civil 
War  Tokens  to  others  — others  whose  personal  collecting  objectives  may 
not  correspond  with  our  own. 

The  second  part  of  this  article  focuses  on  the  use  of  Directory  evidence 
in  the  dating  of  candidate  store  cards,  and  analyzes  such  evidence  for  four 
San  Francisco,  California,  store  card  issuers. 

Some  very  large  diameter  varieties  are  currently  listed  as  Civil  War 
Tokens.  The  political-store  card-counter  of  Granville  Stokes  (Pa  750T-lb), 
for  example,  measures  approximately  31mm.  Other  examples  are  the 
several  varieties  of  store  card-counters  of  N & G Taylor  (Pa  750V-3b,  4b, 
5b,  5e,  and  6b),  all  of  which  measure  a whopping  37mm.  Unfortunately, 
the  photographs  of  these  large-diameter  varieties  in  U.S.  Civil  War  Store 
Cards  have  been  reduced  so  that  they  appear  to  be  only  small  cent  size.  If 
we  accept  varieties  in  the  listing  of  Civil  War  store  cards  which  are  virtually 
double  the  diameter  of  small  cents,  then  one  could  argue  that  essentially 
we  have  removed  any  diameter  constraint  on  the  Civil  War  Token  series. 

There  are  other  large  diameter,  metallic  pieces,  issued  during  the 
American  Civil  War,  which  are  currently  unlisted  as  Civil  War  Tokens.  One 
prime  example  is  the  43mm  political-store  card  of  Henry  Cook  of  Boston 
(Adams  Mass  — 28  & 29),  which  was  probably  issued  in  1861  or  1862. 
Read  the  inscriptions  carefully  — the  piece  is  definitely  not  lacking  in 
strong  support  for  the  U.S.  Constitution,  a document  which  it  calls  the 
“Fort  Sumter  of  the  North”.

A number  of  varieties  issued  in  1859  and  1860  are  currently  listed  as 
Civil  War  Tokens.  For  example,  it  has  been  well-documented  that  at  least 
most  varieties  listed  with  reverse  die  1368  were  issued  prior  to  1860.  The 
Numismatic  Society  of  Philadelphia  in  its  1859  Catalogue  of  American 
Store  Cards , etc.,  included  many  of  these  varieties.  As  another  example, 
virtually  all  of  the  varieties  of  so-called  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  which 
supported  a presidential  candidate  in  the  American  presidential  campaign 
of  1860  were  issued  in  that  year,  or,  in  1859,  when  campaigning  got  into 
full  swing.  In  addition,  all  of  the  “No  Submission  to  the  North”  dies  (514- 
518)  are  dated  1860.  A fourth  example  is  die  520,  which  is  also  dated  1860. 

If  we  accept  these  1859  and  1860  pieces  as  legitimate  Civil  War 
Tokens,  then  there  are  numerous  other  currently  unlisted  varieties  of 
similar  dating,  which  for  consistency  sake  should  also  be  listed.  For 
example,  there  is  an  1860  store  card-counter  issued  by  Charles  J.  Raine  of 
Lynchburg,  Virginia  (Adam,  Va-5),  which  has  the  distinction  of  displaying 
the  Confederate  eagle.  The  Confederate  eagle  is  very  similar  to  the  Union 
eagle,  except  that  it  lacks  the  shield  of  the  Union  on  its  breast,  has  a 
somewhat  stockier  body,  and  has  more  pronounced  breast  and  legs 
relative  to  the  size  of  the  wings.

Also,  there  are  many  currently  unlisted  varieties  of  political  campaign 
pieces  which  were  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  election  of  1860.  Even  if  one 
included  only  those  varieties  which  directly  refer  to  some  Civil  War-related 
political  issue  and  which  are  in  the  18mm-38mm  range,  the  list  would  be 
large.  A very  few  examples  are  pictured  here.  The  catalogue  numbers  refer 
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to  DeWitt’s  A Century  of  Campaign  Buttons  1 789-1889.

Note  that  DeWitt  AL  1860-34  utilizes  Patriotic  die  228  on  its  reverse, 
although  both  147/228  and  DeWitt  AL  1860-34  are  probably  purely 
speculative  strikes.

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In  addition  there  are  two  political  — medium  of  exchange  — store 
cards,  both  of  New  York  City,  and  both  dated  1860,  which  are  currently 
unlisted  as  Civil  War  Tokens.  These  were  issued  by  F.  Lehr  (DeWitt  AL 
1860-75,  Adams  NY-419)  and  by  D.  Venten  (DeWitt  AL  1860-76  and 
Adams  NY-934).

A number  of  strictly  political  pieces,  political-counters,  and  political- 
medium  of  exchange  issues  made  for  the  American  presidential  campaign 
of  1864,  are  currently  listed  as  Civil  War  tokens.  Those  issued  in  support  of 
Lincoln’s  candidacy  in  1864  include  96A/131A,  131/217,  131/479, 
131A/349A,  and  133/458,  as  well  as  numerous  varieties  generally  of  the 
size  of  small  cents.  These  latter  varieties  include  pieces  which  possess  one 
of  the  following  dies:  124,  125,  126,  127,  128,  129,  130,  132,  and  132A. 

Numerous  18mm  and  19mm  varieties  issued  in  support  of  the  can- 
didacy of  George  McClellan  in  1964  are  also  currently  listed  as  Civil  War 
Tokens.  These  varieties  include  pieces  which  possess  one  of  the  following 
dies:  138,  138A,  140,  141,  142,  and  143.

However,  as  in  the  case  of  the  American  campaign  of  1860,  there  are 
numerous  pieces  listed  by  DeWitt  for  the  campaign  of  1864  which  currently 
are  unlisted  as  Civil  War  Tokens.  A few  of  these  varieties  are  pictured  here. 
Prime  examples  of  these  unlisted  pieces  are  DeWitt  AL  1864-34,  which 
utilizes  Patriotic  die  131  on  the  obverse,  and  DeWitt  AL  1864-37  and 
GMcC  1864-27,  both  of  which  utilize  the  same  reverse  die  found  on  listed 
varieties  of  Civil  War  store  cards  — namely  Ohio  165EP-2,  Ohio  905C-la 
and  lb,  and  SNL  8b  and  8Ab.  It  is  also  significant  here  that  GMcC  1864-27 
served  as  the  planchet  for  at  least  four  listed  over-struck  watch  checks  — 
Indiana  280B-lbo,  Ohio  25A-lbo,  Ohio  735A-lbo,  and  Ohio  780A-lbo.

There  are  at  least  two  varieties  of  political-counters  listed  by  DeWitt 
which  deserve  special  attention  because  of  their  small  size.  These  are  AL 
1864-81  and  GMcC  1864-42,  both  of  which  measure  only  14mm.  Some  of 
you  may  be  thinking  that  14mm  is  awfully  small  to  be  considered  a Civil 
War  Token.  After  all,  14mm  is  significantly  less  than  the  size  of  a small 
cent.  Take  a look  at  NL-38  listed  as  a Civil  War  token  in  the  Civil  War  Store 
Card  book.  It  measures  only  16.5  mm.  Also,  if  you  really  want  to  restrict 
the  Civil  War  token  series  to  varieties  which  were  used  at  least  in  part  as  a 
medium  of  exchange,  then,  for  the  sake  of  consistency,  you  logically 
should  exclude  the  many,  many  varieties  of  purely  speculative  strikes  — 
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pieces  manufactured  solely  in  order  to  create  new  varieties  for  collectors 
and  never  intended  to  circulate.

It  is  recommended  that  all  collectors  of  Civil  War  Tokens  attempt  to 
acquire  a copy  of  DeWitt’s  A Century  of  Campaign  Buttons  1 789-1889, 
or  one  of  the  more  recent  reprints  (with  inferior  plates)  by  Sullivan, 
American  Political  Badges  Medalets  1789-1892.  Take  a good  look  at 
what  you  have  been  missing! 

Definitely  do  not  limit  your  inspection  of  DeWitt  or  Sullivan  to  the 
pieces  issued  for  the  presidential  campaigns  of  1860  and  1864.  In  addition, 
take  a look  at  three  other  sections: 

(1)  Political  Pieces  of  1859. 

(2)  Anti-Confederate  Pieces  of  1861.  Here  you  will  recognize  147/227 
and  147/228,  both  32mm.  But  on  what  basis  have  the  other  varieties  been 
excluded?  A few  of  these  currently  unlisted  varieties  are  pictured  here.

(3)  Union  League  Tokens  of  1862.  217/479  shows  up  here.  But  why 
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have  the  other  varieties  been  excluded?  One  of  these  currently  unlisted 
pieces  is  pictured  below.

There  were  two  other  presidential  candidates  during  the  campaign  of 
1864  which  currently  do  not  appear  on  listed  varieties  of  Civil  War  Tokens. 
These  are  John  C.  Fremont  and  Ulysses  S.  Grant.  Fremont  represented  a 
faction  of  the  Republican  Party,  but  withdrew  prior  to  the  election.  Grant 
received  the  vote  of  the  delegation  from  Missouri  at  the  national 
Republican  convention,  Lincoln  receiving  the  remainder  of  the  votes. 
DeWitt  lists  and  pictures  pieces  for  both  of  these  candidates.  If  you  feel  that 
at  least  some  of  the  varieties  listed  by  DeWitt,  but  currently  unlisted  as 
Civil  War  Tokens,  deserve  consideration  as  legitimate  Civil  War  Tokens, 
then  do  not  ignore  these  Fremont  and  Grant  varieties  from  the  campaign  of 
1864.

DeWitt  and  which  are  not  currently  listed  as  Civil  War  Tokens,  which  are  of 
similar  fabric  to  listed  Civil  War  pieces.  King  in  his  catalogue  Lincoln  in 
Numismatics  listed  a #878  a piece  which  is  pictured  here. 

This  same  reverse  is  known  muled  with  an  obverse  somewhat  similar 
to  King  #878.  The  “25”  probably  refers  to  twenty-five  cents. 

Another  variety  is  the  Emancipation  Token  — see  Copperhead 
Courier,  Summer  1983,  Volume  17,  No.  2. 

The  firm  of  Ludwig  Christoph  Lauer  of  Nuremberg,  Bavaria,  issued 
two  major  varieties  of  political-store  card-counters,  which  are  listed  as 
Civil  War  Tokens.  These  are  Strasburger  & Nuhn  (NY  630-BW),  and  H & 
M Kayser  (NY  630-AMa).  George  Fuld  in  his  publication,  American  Game 
Counters,  co-authored  with  Russell  Rulau  in  1972,  included  both  of  these 
varieties  as  counters.  Virtually  all  of  the  19th  century  American  tokens 
produced  by  the  firm  of  Lauer  were  intended  at  least  in  part  to  be  used  as 
counters.  Probably  the  best  empirical  evidence  that  the  Strasburger  & 
Nuhn  variety  is  a counter  comes  from  a piece  currently  not  listed  as  a Civil 
War  Token  — die  1189/Jeton-30.  The  terms  “jeton”  and  “counter”  are 
synonymous.

If  you  accept  the  Strasburger  & Nuhn  and  H & M Kayser  counters  as 
Civil  War  Tokens,  then  there  are  a number  of  other  varieties  of  counters 
which  were  issued  during  the  American  Civil  War,  which  should  also  be 
included:  For  example,  take  the  Philadelphia  store  card-counter  of  Geo. 
Doll  & Co.  (Adams  Pa-126).  This  piece  was  probably  issued  in  1860.  If  it

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had  been  issued  in  an  earlier  year,  as  a relatively  common  Philadelphia 
piece,  it  logically  should  have  been  included  in  the  Numismatic  Society  of 
Philadelphia  listing  of  1859.  However,  it  did  not  appear  on  that  list. 
Directory  research  may  help  pinpoint  the  exact  year  of  issue  for  this  piece. 

The  die  sinking  firm  of  Lauer  also  produced  a number  of  Lincoln 
counters  — probably  for  the  presidential  campaign  of  1864.  The  fact  that 
Lincoln  appears  bearded  on  these  pieces  precludes  the  campaign  of  1860, 
since  Lincoln  did  not  grow  a beard  until  after  the  1860  election.  One  variety 
is  shown  here:

Another  variety  of  American  counter  dated  1861  is  pictured  below. 


In  addition,  there  are  numerous  varieties  of  gold  dollar  counters  dated 
1864,  one  of  which  is  shown  below.  None  of  these  are  known  in  gold.  Most 
commonly  they  occur  in  copper,  brass,  or  gold  plated  copper  or  brass.

A number  of  counterstamped  pieces  are  currently  listed  as  Civil  War 
Tokens.  These  include  the  varieties  of  store  cards  currently  listed  under 
Chicago,  Illinois,  but  which  may  be  moved  to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  in 
some  future  edition. 

There  are  also  a number  of  Civil  War  Tokens  which  have  been 
counterstamped  with  unlisted  merchant’s  names  or  initials.  Some  were 
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probably  counterstamped  during  the  Civil  War.  Others  may  have  been 
created  after  the  war  had  ended.  Unfortunately,  this  same  unclear  situation 
holds  for  the  Chicago/Baltimore  group  of  counterstamped  pieces.  For  the 
sake  of  consistency,  we  should  consider  listing  them  all,  or  excluding  — at 
least  from  the  body  of  the  catalogues  — all  varieties  which  cannot 
definitely  be  proven  to  have  been  listed  during  the  American  Civil  War.

There  is  another  counterstamped  piece  which,  for  the  sake  of  con- 
sistency, it  could  be  argued  should  also  be  included  as  a Civil  War  Token.  It 
is  136/397  with  die  397  counterstamped  “VICTORIA.”  For  a detailed 
explanation  of  the  political  significance  of  this  piece,  the  reader  is  referred 
to  the  Journal  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society , Spring  1970,  Volume  4, 
No.  1. 

115/466  in  lead  is  currently  listed  as  a Civil  War  Token.  A similar 
piece  is  known  which  also  has  die  115  on  one  side,  but  whose  other  side  is 
engraved  as  a store  card  on  either  a blank  or  planed-down  lead  planchet.  It 
is  pictured  below.

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Die  1154,  dated  1867,  is  listed  as  a Civil  War  Token,  in  combination 
with  the  M.B.  Allebach  obverse  (Pa  750B-2e  and  2f).  An  in-text  footnote 
adds  that  “Obviously  this  piece  is  post-Civil  War,  but  it  is  included  because 
it  was  probably  struck  at  the  same  time  as  the  other  pieces.”  “Other 
pieces”  here,  probably  refers  to  the  other  Allebach  varieties  listed  as  Civil 
War  Tokens.  If  all  are  post-war,  one  wonders  why  any  of  them  are  listed  as 
Civil  War  Tokens.  However,  if  you  accept  die  1154  as  Civil  War,  then 
consider  the  following  variety,  dated  1866.

One  variety  which  continued  to  be  listed  as  a Civil  War  Token  in  the 
4th  edition  of  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  is  502/503.  One  wonders  on 
what  basis  the  piece  is  included.  We  do  not  know  who  made  it,  for  what 
purpose,  or  when  it  was  made.  Although  it  is  probably  of  19th  century 
manufacture,  it  could  have  been  turned  out  virtually  anywhere  in  the 
English-speaking  world  where  someone  wanted  to  advocate  Peace.  If  you 
accept  502/503  as  a legitimate  Civil  War  token,  then  you  should  start 
looking  for  the  following  unlisted  variety  to  add  to  your  collection.

CSA  “obviously”  stands  for  Confederate  States  of  America,  and  as 
such  is  a Civil  War  Token. 

On  a more  serious  note,  it  is  hoped  that  the  first  part  of  this  article  has 
stimulated  thinking  about  the  scope  of  Civil  War  tokens.  In  some  individual 
cases,  it  may  have  helped  collectors  to  broaden  their  individual  scopes.  In 
other  cases,  it  may  have  helped  some  to  narrow  theirs.  This  is  as  it  should 
be.  For  those  who  find  their  horizons  being  broadened,  consider  seriously  a 
great  leap  forward  — into  paper-related  Civil  War  tokens.  How  about 
considering  the  admission  of  all  Civil  War  obsolete  paper  money,  card- 
board chits,  and  encased  postage  stamps? 
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Probably  the  simplest  way  to  make  room  in  the  Civil  War  Token  series 
for  some  of  the  new  metallic  additions  would  be  to  throw  out  most  of  those 
varieties  which  were  not  made  to  be  used,  either  as  a political  piece,  as  an 
advertising  token,  as  a counter,  as  a medium  of  exchange,  or  as  some 
combination  of  these  four  basic  end-use  categories.  If  we  threw  out  all  of 
those  varieties  which  were  not  used,  namely  the  speculative  strikes,  we 
could  purge  the  series  of  approximately  75%  of  the  current  listed  varieties. 
Such  an  undertaking  would  be  difficult,  but  it  could  be  accomplished.  At 
the  least,  we  should  consider  having  two  catalogues  of  “Civil  War  Tokens.” 
One  would  be  restricted  to  pieces  which  were  used,  which  were  the  work 
horses  of  an  important  era.  The  other  would  list  only  the  speculative 
strikes,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  wished  to  collect  these  pieces  also,  or 
perhaps  exclusively.

Civil  War  Coins 

1861-1865

Several  times  in  the  past,  various  CIVIL  WAR  TOKEN  SOCIETY  club 
members,  have  mentioned  in  The  COPPERHEAD  COURIER , that  we 
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should  try  to 
enlighten  fellow 
coin  collectors  to 
Civil  War  Tokens 
and  their  place  in 
our  country’s 
coinage. 

With  that  in 
mind,  I embarked 
on  an  endeavor  to 
make  up  a Civil  War 
Token  display,  that 
I would  enter  in  one 
or  more  of  the  local 
coin  shows  which 
are  held  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay 
Area. 

However,  real- 
izing most  coin 
collectors,  my  self 
included  until  1976, 
and  the  public  in 
general,  may  not 
know  of  or  about 
Civil  War  Tokens, 
decided  on  a display 
entitled,  CIVIL 
WAR  COINS  1861- 
1865,  the  theme 
using  all  coinage  of 
the  Civil  War 

Period,  both  North  and  South,  UNITED  STATES,  CONFEDERATE  and 
TOKENS. 


On  left  side  of  display,  I used  UNITED  STATES  coinage  1861-1865 
one  cent  through  dollar,  gold  one  through  twenty  dollar  coins. 

On  the  right  side  of  the  display,  I put  CONFEDERATE  STATES 
Coins,  1861-0,  half  dollars  coined  at  New  Orleans,  Confederate  1861  half 
dollar  (restrike)  by  J.W.  Scott  and  a J.W.  Scott  Token,  also  1861  Con- 
federate Cents  (restrikes)  by  John  W.  Haseltine  1876,  and  1962  Bashlow 
restrike. 

In  the  center  of  the  display  are  Civil  War  Tokens,  the  two  major  types. 
Patriotic  and  Store  Cards,  with  a description  and  several  examples. 

The  display  also  included  medals  of  Lincoln,  Grant,  and  Lee,  also 
examples  of  Encased  Postage,  fractional  currency  both  United  States  and 
Confederate,  of  the  period. 

This  display  took  several  weekends  to  make  up.  I must  say,  I found  it  a 
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challenge  and  had  fun  doing  it. 

When  I entered  it  in  the  San  Jose,  Calif.  Coin  Show,  it  was  awarded  a 
First  Place;  at  N.C.N.A.  in  San  Francisco,  Calif,  it  received  a Third  Place 
Award.  Most  rewarding  of  all,  was  at  the  Cupertino,  Calif.  Coin  Show 
where  the  display  won  The  Peoples’  Choice  Award,  voted  most  popular 
exhibit,  by  the  people  attending  the  show. 

This  was  very  gratifying.  I felt  the  display  gave  the  general  public  and 
collectors  alike  attending  the  show,  the  opportunity  to  see  and  understand 
more  about  Civil  War  tokens,  and  their  place  in  our  country’s  coinage, 
possible  stimulating  a few  into  Civil  War  token  collecting. 

In  a summary,  it  is  hoped  more  CWTS  members  will  make  up  token 
displays  and  enter  them  in  their  local  Coin  Shows,  the  rewards  are  many, 
to  both  one’s  self  and  the  hobby. 


Storecard,  Storecard,  Who's  Got  the  Storecard? 


The  writer  would  offer  a challenge  to  the  Society  membership.  For  the 
better  part  of  the  past  decade,  I have  tracked  availability  of  WISCONSIN 
store  cards.  This  “tracking”  cast  doubts  as  to  the  existence  of  several 
copper  pieces.  While  it’s  true  that  WI-185A-4a,  300D-2a,  300G-2a,  435A- 
2a,  and  915A-la  are  already  suspect,  I suggest  that  there  may  be  other 
non-existant  pieces.  May  I challenge  society  members  to  prove  me  wrong? 
I would  appreciate  a note  if  you  have,  or  know  of,  any  of  the  following  listed 
pieces:

While 
Marr  did  strike  off-metal  varieties,  they  are  generally  of  the  1174  and  1220 
reverses.

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“Nickel-Plated”  Planchet  Metal  Type 

Analyzed

Civil  War  token  die  sinkers  are  known  to  have  used  planchets  that 
were  plated  prior  to  striking.  Indeed,  the  Fuld  catalogues  list  plating  in 
various  metals,  including  silver,  copper,  gold,  zinc,  and  brass.  Recently,  a 
New  Jersey  store  card  listed  as  nickel-plated  copper  (NJ  885A-lcp)  was 
submitted  to  the  CWTS  Verification  Service.  A question  as  to  the  metallic 
composition  of  this  specimen  prompted  further  study.  The  token  was 
submitted  to  Scanning  Electron  Analysis  Laboratories,  Inc.  (SEAL)  of  Los 
Angeles,  California,  for  analysis  by  energy  dispersive  X-ray  microprobe 
technique.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  report  to  record  the  findings. 

Results 

Figure  1 shows  the  photoanalysis  results  of  the  EDX  microprobe 
spectrum  obtained  from  studying  NJ  885A-lcp.  The  chart  demonstrates 
that  the  token  surface  plating  is  composed  of  silver  (Ag)  and  the  base 
planchet  metal  consists  of  brass  (Cu  and  Zn).  Examination  of  the  token 
under  high  magnification  demonstrates  crisp  device  detail  and  flow  lines, 
indicating  the  planchet  was  plated  prior  to  striking. 

Discussion 

Nickel-plated  objects  are  frequently  seen  in  today’s  various  merchant 
inventories.  Many  articles,  especially  jewelry,  are  nickel-plated.  However, 
a careful  search  of  the  Fuld  CWT  patriotic  and  store  card  catalogues 
reveals  only  four  tokens  listed  as  being  nickel-plated:  NJ  885A-lcp,  NY 
630BA-2c,  NY  630CH-lal,  and  NY  630CI-4al.  The  New  York  pieces 
command  a rarity  listing  of  R-9. 

The  present  study  reveals  a planchet  thought  to  be  nickel-plated  and 
catalogued  as  such  is  actually  silver-plated  over  brass.  The  token  is 
presently  unlisted  in  silver  plating.  Since  the  characteristics  of  this 
specimen  indicate  plating  prior  to  being  struck,  it  is  thought  to  be  con- 
temporary Civil  War  and  represents  a new  find  (NJ  885A-lfp). 

Whether  nickel-plated  CWT  planchets  exist  is  yet  to  be  documented. 
The  paucity  and  rarity  of  their  listings  as  well  as  the  results  of  this  study 
challenge  the  validity  of  this  classification  of  planchet  metal  type. 

Summary 

NJ  885A-lcp,  thought  to  represent  a nickel-plated  CWT  planchet  type, 
was  analyzed  by  energy  dispersive  X-ray  microprobe  technique.  The 
plating  was  found  to  be  silver  over  a base  metal  of  brass.  This  finding  and 
the  scarcity  of  nickel-plated  planchet  listings  in  the  CWT  catalogues  raises 
the  question  of  whether  this  classification  of  planchet  metal  is  valid.

More  on  Planed  Cents  As  CWT  Planchets

In  the  Spring  1984  issue  of  the  Copperhead  Courier  Dr.  Larkin 
Wilson  postulated  and  provided  evidence  that  most,  if  not  all,  copper  nickel 
Civil  War  Tokens  were  struck  on  planchets  prepared  from  regular  issue 
U.S.  copper  nickel  cents.  He  documents  his  painstaking  analytical  survey 
of  forty  seven  copper  nickel  CWT,  the  conclusions  of  which  support  this 
hypothesis. 

Here  is  some  interesting  historical  support  for  this  hypothesis.  One  of 
the  first  lists  of  Civil  War  Tokens  appeared  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Numismatics.  Beginning  with  AJN  Volume  1 Number  1 in  June  of  1866,  it 
ran  serially  for  a couple  years,  listing  several  hundred  storecards.  Un- 
fortunately the  author  bogged  down  in  New  York  City  and  the  series  was 
never  completed.  The  series  drew  some  interesting  letters  to  the  editor,  one 
of  which  appeared  in  the  January  1869  issue: 

“Finally,  from  M.  Cleneay  of  the  same  city  (Cincinnati),  we  are  enabled 
to  communicate  the  following  interesting  remarks  on  the  ‘Copperhead’ 
series  of  the  West.” 

“In  answer  to  your  inquiry  about  my  store-cards  of  the  Cop- 
perhead variety,  and  whether  I would  exchange  Silver  or  Nickel 
(Copper-nickel)  duplicates  for  other  rare  pieces,  as  you  are  ‘running 
on  those  metals’:  The  fact  is  I have  paid  very  little  attention  to  store- 
cards, either  the  old  or  new.  In  1862-3,  I dropped  in  at  the  office  of 
W.R.  Lanphear  almost  every  day,  and  would  find  trays  full  of  the 
Copperheads  just  from  the  press.  It  occurred  to  me  that  they  would  be 
sought  for  and  collected  as  momentoes  of  the  War  if  not  as  cards,  and 
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at  the  same  time  illustrate  what  our  people  had  to  resort  to,  when 
they  were  in  the  midst  of  a mighty  rebellion  (I  might  say  the  most 
INFERNAL  rebellion  that  ever  disgraced  a civilized  nation  since  this 
world  was  made),  with  their  circulating  medium  depreciated  so  much 
that  all  even  of  the  Base  metal  coin  of  the  realm  was  withdrawn  from 
circulation,  and  these  copperheads  were  substituted  for  the  retired 
government  coin.  In  taking  the  above  view  of  things,  1 concluded  to 
call  every  day  and  get  as  many  new  pieces  or  names  as  were  made.  I 
also  had  some  Nickel  cents  prepared,  filed  and  polished,  and  left 
them  at  the  shop;  and  an  arrangement  was  entered  into,  when  a new 
Design  was  made  to  take  one  impression  for  me  on  one  of  my  Nickel 
planchets.  This  put  me  in  possession  of  over  one  hundred  most 
beautiful  pieces.  I believe  I have  every  design  gotten  up  by  Lanphear. 
His  designs  are  more  artistic  and  finer,  I think,  than  those  of  Stanton, 
or  any  other  of  our  die-sinkers. 

I cannot  tell  you  anything  about  either  my  old  or  new  pieces,  as 
they  are  not  arranged,  neither  have  I them  catalogued.  At  some 
future  time,  I will  let  you  know  what  I can  do  for  you  in  the  way  of 
exchange  in  cards.  I do  not  believe  there  could  be  half  a dozen  Nickel 
Copperheads  found  in  all  the  collections  in  this  city,  leaving  out  mine. 

I have  also  twenty-three  silver  cards  made  by  Hughes.  They  are 
beautiful  specimens. 

I believe  there  are  several  silver  cards  made  by  Hughes,  in  dif- 
ferent cabinets.  I think  Downing  has  one.  Zanoni  has  one  (his  own 
card).  Was  it  sold  with  his  collection  in  New  York?  I don’t  remember. 
There  was  a Hughes  card  sold  in  some  sale  in  New  York  in  1864.  I 
bought  Hughes’  entire  collection  of  American  silver  in  1865,  and  that 
is  the  way  I came  in  possession  of  his  silver  and  a few  Nickel  cop- 
perheads, which  he  made  for  his  own  collection...” 

At  this  point  Mr.  Cleneay  leaves  the  topic  of  Copperheads  and 
provides  a pointed  comment  regarding  Mr.  Mason  and  ‘stripes  and  stars’ 
edged  chain  cents.  While  Dr.  Wilson  surveyed  only  copper  nickel  patriotics 
and  Mr.  Cleneay  refers  to  Lanphear  storecards,  I think  this  letter  lends 
additional  credibility  to  Dr.  Wilson’s  hypothesis. 


Report  on  CWTS  Auction  #67 

The  closing  date  for  this  auction  was  delayed  until  30  December 
because  of  late  publication  of  the  Courier,  but  this  did  not  deter  the  80 
bidders  who  submitted  1088  bids  for  the  360  lots  offered.  Eighty  four 
percent  of  these  bidders  were  successful  in  acquiring  one  or  more  of  the 
lots.  Gross  sales  exceeded  the  $4150  mark. 

Most  popular  lot  honors  were  a clean  sweep  for  the  patriotics  with  lot 
#328,  188/384,  in  first  place  with  17  bids.  Second  spot  was  held  down  by 
lot  #246,  24/246,  with  15  bids,  and  third  place  went  to  lot  #356,  257/311, 
with  13  bids.

In  the  future,  a charge  may  be  necessary  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against 
possible  damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service  may 
do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be  done 
to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verification  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  Steve  Tanenbaum,  editor 
of  the  new  Store  Card  catalogue  edition  and/or  to  Jack  Detwiler,  editor 
of  the  Patriotic  catalogue.  The  assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  ac- 
curately done  by  the  editorial  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request  form 
(copies  available  in  previous  “Courier”  editions). 

10. Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  return  of  specimens.

Dear  Mr.  Cunningham, 

We  write  to  make  inquiry  concerning  the  item  pictured  in  the  enclosed 
Xerox. 

An  examination  of  the  obvious  literature,  including  numerous  auction 
catalogs  and  net  price  lists,  has  been  a largely  uninformative  exercise. 

As  you  can  see,  the  item  seems  to  be  a piece  of  one  cent  cardboard 
currency  issued  by  Long’s  Varieties.  A general  description  of  the  item 
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follows: 

The  weight,  gauge,  color,  texture  and  composition  of  the  pasteboard, 
suggests  a stock  similar  to  what  was  customarily  used  for  much  of  the  Civil 
War  period  cardboard  script. 

Printed  in  black  (presumably  a lampblack  based  ink)  the  frame  setting 
is  extremely  similar  to,  if  not  exactly  the  same  as,  at  least  one  common  and 
well  referenced  variety  of  Civil  War  cardboard  issue. 

The  piece  has  been  “valued”  on  its  reverse  side  by  the  afixation  of  a 
regular  issue  1C  US  postage  stamp  from  the  era  beginning  about  August 
17,  1861. 

It  is  uncertain  if  the  stamp  was  afixed  using  the  gum  of  issue,  or  not.  A 
microscopic  examination  of  the  borders  around  the  perforations,  and  the 
somewhat  uncharacteristic  staining,  suggests  the  use  of  another,  even  less 
stable  gum  or  glue/paste. 

We  would  be  extremely  grateful  to  receive  any  assistance  in  identifying 
the  merchant  (who  is  not  the  issuer  of  any  other  token  as  far  as  we  can 
determine)  verifying  the  veracity  of  the  item,  and  illuminating  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  it  was  issued. 

We  would  also  be  pleased  to  receive  bibliographic  reference  to  all  titles 
and  sources  which  might  further  understanding  of  this  item,  or  generally, 
of  this  class  of  items;  i.e.,  script  valued  with  postage  stamps. 

We  enclose  a SASE  for  convenience  of  reply,  and  thank  you  in  advance 
for  whatever  assistance  you  might  be  able  to  give.

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The  Scope  of  Civil  War  Tokens 

by  Benj  Fauver 


PART  II 


Reaching  agreement  among  collectors  of  Civil  War  Tokens  on  the 
criteria  to  use  in  deciding  what  is  and  what  is  not  a legitimate  Civil  War 
Token  is  only  part  of  the  exercise.  Just  as  important  is  developing  empirical 
data  for  individual  candidate  varieties  against  which  these  criteria  can  be 
applied.  The  need  for  such  data  is  most  apparent  in  the  dating  of  candidate 
Civil  War  store  cards.  Many  pieces  bear  dates,  and  these  dates  are  very 
helpful  in  determining  when  these  pieces  were  issued.  However,  many 
pieces  do  not.  Fortunately,  a number  of  these  undated  pieces  have  specific 
business  addresses  on  them.  Business  Directories  of  the  period  become  a 
key  tool  in  the  dating  of  such  pieces.  One  of  the  finest  and  most  useful 
published  studies  of  such  directory  evidence  appeared  in  our  own  Civil  War 
Token  Society  Journal  (Spring  1985,  Volume  19,  No.  1).  The  article  was 
“Philidelphia  Merchant  Tokens:  Directory  Study  of  Civil  War  Storecards,” 
by  Charlotte  & David  M.  Gale.  It  is  mandatory  that  this  type  of  directory 
evidence  be  published  before  collectors  of  Civil  War  Tokens  can  decide  on 
an  intelligent  basis  which  storecards  to  include  in  their  Civil  War  Token 
collections.  In  fact,  any  future  update  of  U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards  which 
fails  to  publish  such  directory  evidence  where  it  is  exists  is  essentially  an 
exercise  in  futility.  Such  a failure  would  simply  serve  further  to  engrave  in 
stone  the  cataloguing  errors  of  the  past  — errors  both  of  inclusion  and  of 
omission. 

To  take  the  Gale  study  as  a case  in  point,  the  authors  concluded  from 
the  directory  evidence  which  they  were  able  to  amass  that  two  varieties 
currently  unlisted  as  Civil  War  tokens  should  be  added,  and  that  three 
currently  listed  varieties  are  suspect.  The  magnitude  of  these  suggested 
changes  is  especially  significant  in  light  of  the  fact  that  there  are  only 
twenty-three  distinct  Philadelphia  merchants  or  organizations  currently 
listed  as  Civil  War  Tokens.  Five  changes  on  a base  of  twenty-three  suggests 
that  there  is  over  a 20%  rate  of  error  in  the  current  Philadelphia  listing.  If 
only  half  this  rate  of  error  is  found  to  exist  for  the  rest  of  the  current  listings 
in  the  Civil  War  storecard  catalogue,  think  of  how  many  pieces  will  be 
affected! 

These  comments  are  by  no  means  meant  to  cast  any  dispersions  on 
past  cataloguers  of  the  Civil  War  token  series.  They  did  the  best  they  could 
given  the  evidence  they  had  available  to  them.  However,  the  Civil  War 
Token  Society  has  been  in  existence  for  over  twenty  years  now.  It  is  time  we 
made  the  effort  to  lay  out  the  hard  data  in  every  case  where  it  can  be 
located,  and  to  let  the  chips  fall  where  they  may. 
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There  is  of  course  going  to  be  strong  resistance  to  such  an  un- 
dertaking. There  are  powerful  vested  interests  in  our  Society,  interests  who 
have  invested  substantial  sums  in  collections  which  correspond  to  the 
scope  of  the  current  U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Card  listing.  Resistance  will  be 
especially  great  to  any  deletions  — regardless  of  the  evidence  — of  high 
rarity  pieces  for  which  these  substantial  sums  were  paid.  The  key  question 
here  is:  Do  you  want  these  vested  interests  to  dictate  the  scope  of  your  Civil 
War  token  collection,  or  do  you  want  to  have  data  made  available  to  you 
which  will  help  you  to  decide  for  yourself  the  scope  of  your  collection? 

Something  is  gnashing  at  my  soapbox.  It  is  time  to  climb  down  and  to 
stop  just  talking  philosophy.  There  is  a small  group  of  store  cards  — ac- 
tually store  card-counters  — issued  in  California.  Lets  take  a look  at  the 
arguments  for  including  these  as  California  Civil  War  Tokens,  as  well  as  at 
the  directory  evidence  on  which  such  conclusions  can  at  least  in  part  be 
based. 

California,  a state  since  1850,  was  an  integral  part  of  the  Union  when 
the  guns  boomed  at  Fort  Sumter.  As  such  it  could  not  divorce  itself  from 
the  events  of  the  American  Civil  War.  Most  Californians  who  served  in  a 
military  capacity  during  that  war  were  stationed  largely  west  of  the 
Mississippi,  guarding  forts  and  other  military  installations.  For  example, 
one  unit  was  stationed  in  New  Mexico  to  prevent  a Confederate  invasion  of 
that  territory.  However,  California  troops  did  see  action  during  the  war. 
For  example,  a California  batallion  served  with  a unit  of  Massachusetts 
cavalry  in  Virginia.  The  anti-slavery  sentiments  of  John  C.  Fremont,  who 
had  been  instrumental  in  wrestling  California  away  from  Mexico,  still  ran 
strong  in  the  state.  Many  Californians  appreciated  that  the  development  of 
their  state  could  be  greatly  impeded  were  the  Confederate  States  permitted 
to  secede  and  effectively  dissolve  the  Union.  Take  a look  at  DeWitt  1861  — 
10  pictured  earlier  in  this  article  — beneath  the  figure  of  Liberty  is  inscribed 
“CALIFORNIA.”  Link  this  inscription  with  the  strong  pro-Union  sentiments 
found  on  the  reverse  of  this  same  piece. 

Imports  of  store  card-counters  and  of  political-store  card-counters  into 
the  eastern  seaboard  of  the  United  States  from  the  firm  of  Lauer  in 
Nuremberg,  Bavaria,  peaked  during  the  late  1850s.  With  the  coming  of  the 
American  Civil  War,  these  imports,  although  not  stopped,  were  slowed.  It 
is  significant  that  the  last  such  merchant-related  pieces  entered 
Charleston,  South  Carolina  probably  in  1859  (Adams  SC-2  & 2A), 
Philadelphia  probably  in  1860  (Adams  Pa-126),  and  New  York  City  in  that 
same  year  (NY  630BW  and  New  York  630AMa).  However,  Civil  War 
related  naval  actions  on  the  eastern  seaboard  of  the  United  States  did  not 
preclude  the  Lauer  firm  from  shipping  its  products  around  the  Horn  of 
South  America  to  California. 

At  least  four  San  Francisco  merchants  who  were  active  during  the 
American  Civil  War  issued  store  cards.  These  merchants  were  Newman 
Bros.,  Thurnauer  & Zinn,  Weil  & Levi,  and  Joseph  Bros.  The  store  cards 
for  the  first  three  of  these  firms  were  manufactured  by  Lauer,  and,  un- 
fortunately, do  not  include  business  addresses.  Consequently,  we  have  to 
look  at  the  entire  span  of  years  in  which  these  three  firms  were  in  business 
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in  San  Francisco.  Here  is  what  the  directory  data  looks  like:

Newman  Bros,  first  appear  in  the  San  Francisco  Directories  in  1856  as 
“dealers  in  brushes.”  In  1860  the  listing  reads:  “importers  and  manufac- 
turers of  brushes”  for  the  first  time.  In  1863  the  wording  changed  to 
“manufacturers  of  brushes  and  importers  of  wood  and  willowware.”  By 
1867  the  partnership  evidently  had  been  dissolved.  The  token  itself  says 
“Importers  of  Toys  and  Baskets.”  The  term  “toys”  in  that  era  referred  to 
adult  toys,  ie.  fancy  goods,  including  brushes.  One  key  word  here  is 
“importer,”  which  first  appeared  in  the  San  Francisco  Directories  in  1860. 
Consequently,  although  the  firm  was  in  business  prior  to  that  year  strictly 
as  a brush  manufacturer,  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  the  Newman  Bros,  token 
was  issued  prior  to  1860.  By  1863  the  reference  to  importing  brushes  (toys) 
in  Newman  Bros.’  directory  advertisement  was  dropped,  and  only  the 
manufacturing  of  brushes  was  specified.  Since  the  token  clearly  says 
“Importers  of  toys  (brushes)  and  baskets,”  it  can  be  inferred  that  the  ad- 
vertisement on  the  token  best  fits  the  advertisement  in  the  directories 
during  the  period  1860-1862. 


Thurnauer  & Zinn,  according  to  the  San  Francisco  Directories,  was  in 
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business  from  1858  until  well  after  the  Civil  War.  Although  the  firm  moved 
during  his  period  to  a number  of  locations  within  the  city,  the  tokens  bear 
no  address,  so  this  potential  means  of  dating  the  pieces  cannot  be  used. 
Consequently,  from  the  directory  evidence  alone,  the  tokens  could  have 
been  issued  prior  to  the  Civil  War,  during  the  years  of  that  conflict,  or 
afterwards.  This  analysis  is  further  complicated  by  the  existence  of  at  least 
eight  distinct  die  varieties,  not  all  of  which  were  probably  struck  during  the 
same  year.  The  jury  is  still  out  on  the  dating  of  the  Thurnauer  & Zinn  store 
cards. 


Weil  & Levi  show  up  in  the  San  Francisco  Directories  in  1864  through 
1870,  when  the  partnership  was  dissolved.  From  directory  evidence  alone 
we  cannot  determine  the  specific  dating  of  the  Weil  & Levi  pieces.  As  with 
the  Thurnauer  & Zinn  cards,  there  are  a number  of  varieties  all  of  which 
were  probably  not  issued  during  one  single  year.  Consequently,  here  too 
the  jury  is  still  out  on  the  specific  dating  of  these  pieces.  However,  if  it  could 
be  demonstrated  through  other  evidence  that  at  least  some  of  the  Thur- 
nauer & Zinn  store  cards  were  issued  prior  to  1864,  then  it  could  be  argued 
that  Weil  & Levi  issued  at  least  certain  varieties  of  store  cards  as  a com- 
petitive response  in  1864,  since  both  firms  were  in  the  same  business.  Such 
“other  evidence”  could  include  records  of  shipments  of  the  tokens  from 
Lauer,  bills  for  the  tokens  from  Lauer  to  the  token  issuer,  or  records  of 
orders  placed  or  of  tokens  received  by  the  issuer.  The  odds  are  high  that  all 
such  records  have  been  long  destroyed.  However,  no  one  has 
systematically  tried  to  locate  any  of  these  records. 


Joseph  Bros,  are  listed  in  San  Francisco  Directories  at  149  Mont- 
gomery St.  during  the  years  1850-1859,  and  at  607  Montgomery  St. 
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during  1860-1867.  Fortunately,  Joseph  Bros,  issued  two  major  varieties  of 
tokens  — one  for  each  address.  Consequently,  it  seems  logical  to  conclude 
that  the  149  Montgomery  St.  piece  is  pre-Civil  War,  and  that  the  607 
Montgomery  St.  piece  was  made  shortly  after  the  move  — during  the  Civil 
War  years. 

The  conclusion  of  this  study  of  San  Francisco  Directory  evidence  is 
that  we  should  consider  adding  two  San  Francisco  merchants  to  the  Civil 
War  store  card  listing:  Newman  Bros,  and  Joseph  Bros.,  when  the  latter 
was  located  at  607  Montgomery  St.  The  available  evidence  is  still 
inconclusive  in  helping  to  date  the  varieties  of  store  cards  issued  by 
Thurnauer  & Zinn  and  Weil  & Levi.

Grellman  to  Detwiler  to  Cade  — Bon  Chance!

If  you  can  remain  seated  for  five  minutes  I can  tell  you  a most 
remarkable  tale  indeed. 

You  might  think  it  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  to  get  into  the  Civil 
War  Token  collecting  dodge.  Not  for  me  it  wasn’t. 

For  example,  I have  looked  all  over  the  basement,  but  I never  found  a 
tobacco  tin  filled  with  R7s.  And  I did  not  find  a White  and  Swann  in  that  roll 
of  common  date  Indians  I bought  in  Huntsville  last  summer.  No,  and  no 
one  gave  me  a WI510H,  A.J.  Cooper  for  my  birthday,  merely  because  it 
has  my  last  name  on  it. 

I only  got  this  far  through  an  arduous  concatenation  of  mischance, 
error,  deception  and  fickleness.  It  has  been  degrading.  I blame  it  all  on  an 
1848  Large  Cent. 

Late  last  spring  I went  to  a non-local  bourse  in  quest  of  a large  cent  or 
two,  and  to  get  some  help  in  attributing  a particularly  elusive  1848  cent.  I 
handed  that  devilish  specimen  to  a copper  man  of  sorts  and  said,  “Tell  me 
what  variety  that  thing  is.” 

He  said  he  could  not  do  it,  that  all  large  cents  after  1839  were  buttons 
and  were  impenetrable  to  him.  He  had  copies,  he  said,  of  the 
Grellman/Reiver  books,  but  he  could  not  fathom  them. 

“However,”  he  said  hopefully,  “Grellman  has  come  out  with  a 
Quickfinder  which  I am  told  makes  the  series  transparent.  Order  one,  and 
come  to  me  again,  but  only  when  you  have  a penny  dated  before  1840.” 

When  I got  home  I looked  up  Bob  Grellman’s  address  and  fired  off  a 
$7.00  money  order  to  him.  Promptly  eight  days  later  I received  a CWTS 
membership  card  from  Cindy  Grellman,  along  with  a copy  of  the  Summer 
1987  Courier.  Her  chatty  note  said,  “As  a new  member  you  are  entitled  to 
bid  in  the  current  auction.  Good  Luck!” 

I had  heard  of  CWTS  of  course,  but  at  the  time  I quite  properly  scorned 
all  tokens.  My  impulse  was  to  return  the  packet  to  Cindy  Grellman  and  get 
a Quickfinder  from  Bob  Grellman.  But  first  I flipped  through  the  Courier 
and  saw  the  renaming  contest.  I am  a half-nut  about  this  sort  of  thing,  so  I 
conjured  up  a few  new  names  and  sent  them  in  hoping  to  win  one  of  the 
three  cash  prizes.  I lost,  of  course,  because  more  than  three  folks  entered 
the  contest. 

Well,  now  that  I had  entered  the  contest  I was  obligated  to  investigate 
the  Courier.  Besides,  I worried  that  Cindy  Grellman  might  have  a 
membership  quota  to  fill  and  would  hate  to  send  the  money  back.  I found 
the  auction  she  had  referred  to,  and  I must  confess  that  it  was  pure  gib- 
berish to  me.  It  looked  like  what  we  used  to  call  a core  dump.  It  had  listings 
by  state,  but  no  dates,  and  only  catalogue  numbers.  At  last  I lighted  upon 
lot  labelled,  “SPECIAL,  Lot  199.  Marshall  House  R4  F (MB  $7.00).”  This 
had  a trace  of  concreteness  about  it.  I vaguely  suspected  that  this  item  had 
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something  to  do  with  John  Marshall  and  Sutter  Creek,  so  I bid  lavishly 
upon  it. 

About  two  weeks  later  I got  the  prices  realized  and  an  invoice  for  the 
Marshall  House  thing,  along  with  a note  from  Dale  Cade  saying,  “I  trust 
you  are  new  to  this  sort  of  thing.  You  are  not  bidding  on  Post- 
Impressionists.  I have  reduced  your  bid  to  10%  above  the  second  highest 
bid.  The  amount  of  reduction  is  astonishing.  Study  the  PR  so  that  you  do 
not  ruin  the  entire  market.  I do  not  wish  to  suggest  that  you  are  weak  in  the 
belfry,  only  that  I do  not  crave  the  Golden  Fleece  Award.  Good  Luck!” 

I saw  that  I stood  in  need  of  more  instruction.  I ordered  the  book  on 
Patriotics  and  a crate  of  back  issues  from  Cindy  Grellman,  and  from  Jack 
Detwiler  I ordered  the  Reprint  of  the  Courier.  He  and  I achieved  a 
misunderstanding  about  his  shipment  of  the  book,  which  I called 
“belated,”  or  “too  damn  slow,”  I’ve  forgotten  which. 

He  wrote  me  a calm  note  giving  me  the  precise  dimensions  of  the 
parcel,  the  positions  and  denominations  fo  the  stamps,  and  even  the 
positions  and  widths  of  the  packing  tape.  “Look  in  your  mailbox,”  he  wrote. 
“Good  Luck!”  I went  out  to  the  mailbox  and  there  was  a parcel  from  CWTS, 
Brea,  CA,  and  it  looked  quite  like  the  one  Jack  had  described.  At  my  desk  I 
compared  the  package  to  Jack’s  description,  and  it  matched  exactly.  I 
opened  the  parcel  and  the  Reprint  was  inside,  just  as  Jack  had  said  it  would 
be.  He  knew.  It  was  remarkable.  I wrote  Jack  an  elaborate  critique  of  our 
misadventure,  praising  his  intellect  and  attention  to  detail,  and  promising 
that  I would  do  better  next  time,  if  I ever  ordered  anything  from  him  again. 
That  appeared  to  mollify  him. 

In  good  time  I read  and  committed  to  memory  all  of  the  literature  I had 
acquired.  Among  many  things,  I learned  that  the  Marshall  House  piece  is 
no  Civil  War  Token.  I found  that  I had  expended  my  treasure  recklessly 
only  to  find  that  the  only  token  I possess  is  an  imposter.  This  had  become  a 
challenge,  and  I was  detrmined  to  acquire  the  genuine  article  and  begin  a 
collection. 

So,  I phoned  a dealer  friend  and  asked,  “Do  you  have  a Civil  War 
Token  in  stock?”  “Indeed  I do,”  he  said.  “Send  it  to  me,  along  with  a copy 
of  Grellman’s  Quickfinder.  Do  not  confuse  this  with  a request  for  CWTS 
membership,  as  I have  enough  of  those.” 

Well,  presently  the  token  arrived.  It  was  a 450/471,  and  it  was 
splendid,  all  shined  up  like  a trumpet,  but  a bit  lumpy  and  greasy  in  the 
field.  Though  the  edge  was  otherwise  adorned,  it  did  have  a clear  ridge  all 
around  the  middle  of  the  edge.  I jogged  my  memory  and  found  my  Patriotic 
admirably  described  by  Jack  Detwiler  in  V11N2,  pp36-37,  among  other 
fraudelent  tokens. 

I decided  to  keep  it  for  the  same  reason  I have  an  1815  Large  Cent;  it 
cost  only  a bit  more  than  the  postage,  and  as  a remonstrance,  it  was  worth 
more  than  an  ANA  videotape. 

But  now  I was  becoming  frantic.  I lost  all  interest  in  Large  Cents  and 
ignored  the  Quickfinder  and  the  1848  penny.  I decided  to  write  to  Jack 
Detwiler  for  advice  because  he  wrote  so  compellingly  in  “Patriotic  Patter.” 
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“Jack,”  I scrawled  febrilely,  “if  you  can  put  aside  our  recent  misun- 
derstanding, please  answer  one  desperate  question.  How  can  one  go  about 
buying  a real  CW  Token?”  I described  my  misadventures  and  ended  with,  “I 
have  copied  43  subsidiary  and  tangential  lists  of  tokens  from  Couriers  and 
Journals,  and  1 have  them  plastered  all  around  my  apartment  so  that  I fear 
I will  have  to  rent  a bigger  place  or  turn  myself  out  of  my  bedroom  and  onto 
the  couch.  Yet  1 am  unable  to  lay  my  hands  on  even  an  R1  which  is  what  it 
purports  to  be.  I crave  an  honest  CWT.”  I also  ordered  the  Storecard  book 
so  Jack  would  feel  better. 

“Dear  Hugh,”  he  wrote,  “I  will  send  you  the  book  — by  parcel  post. 
You  may  expect  it  about  the  time  you  decide  to  send  me  another 
threatening  letter.  As  to  your  acquisition  problem,  I do  not  understand  why 
you  cannot  buy  a token.  Others  have  done  it.  I myself  have  done  it.  I feel  in 
my  heart  that  you  too  can  do  it.  I would  send  you  a token,  but  you  would 
write  to  me  about  it.  You  know  you  would.  Therefore,  put  a free  ad  in  the 
Journal  and  put  an  end  to  this  ceaseless  groping.  Good  Luck!” 

Jack  is  very  smart.  Everybody  says  so.  Instantly  I began  composing  a 
fetching  ad  when  I espied  the  postal  carrier  strolling  up  the  walk.  She  had 
the  new  Journal.  I figured  I’d  try  the  auction  again.  I bid  on  pieces  from  five 
states,  trying  to  keep  my  bids  low  so  as  not  to  offend  Dale  Cade  again.  But 
the  Indiana  token  had  a minimum  bid  of  $40.00  on  it,  so  I had  to  bid 
$43.75. 

I guess  no  one  else  wanted  it,  because  I got  it.  Actually,  I had  forgotten 
the  description  of  the  token,  so  I looked  it  up  again  in  the  auction  list.  It  was 
IN  995A-la,  and  for  the  first  time,  I noticed  that  it  was  to  be  reclassified  to 
Ohio,  Montgomery  County. 

Can  you  credit  it? 

At  long  last  I had  acquired  a genuine  Civil  War  Token,  and  then  it 
turns  out  nobody  knows  where  it  belongs.  I wrote  to  Dale  Cade  for  an 
explanation.  Instead,  he  wrote  back,  “First  off,  thanks  for  the  wooden  scent 
you  sent  me.  The  style  is  certainly  unique.  I suggest  you  write  to  Steve 
Tanenbaum  and  to  Hank  Spangenberger  about  the  995A.  Steve  has 
spearheaded  this  change.  Good  Luck!” 

You  see  that  this  quest  is  endless.  Well,  I have  written  to  Mssrs 
Tanenbaum  and  Spangenberger,  but  I am  not  sanguine  about  the  outcome. 
I do  not  know  Steve  Tanenbaum,  but  I may  have  gone  to  school  with  Hank 
Spangenberger.  There  was  a feller  in  my  class  by  that  name.  If  he’s  the 
same  guy,  we  used  to  ignore  one  another  in  the  hall. 

Dale  Cade  appended  a post  script  to  his  letter  saying,  “Perhaps  you 
might  write  a Journal  article  on  this  subject?”

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“Zinc”  CWT  Store  Card

Investigation  of  the  metal  compositions  used  in  Civil  War  token 
planchets  has  progressed  in  recent  years.  Techniques  using  the  scanning 
electron  microscope  with  analysis  by  an  energy  dispersive  X-ray 
microprobe  have  produced  interesting  results.  Previously-reported  studies 
have  documented  the  metallic  composition  of  brass,  German  silver,  nickel, 
copper-nickel,  and  white  metal  planchet  types. 

Until  recently,  no  factual  information  was  recorded  in  our  literature 
about  surface  characteristics  of  plated  CWT  planchets.  X-ray  dispersion 
analyses  of  the  surface  metal  on  three  Wealth  of  the  South  “zinc-plated” 
patriotic  tokens  have  indicated  the  plating  to  be  tin.  To  determine  the 
surface  metal  composition  of  Civil  War  store  cards  presently  catalogued  as 
“zinc”,  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society  authorized 
the  present  study. 


Method 

Two  Ohio  store  cards,  OH  165AY-li  and  OH  190B-li,  were  submitted 
for  study  to  Scanning  Electron  Analysis  Laboratories,  Inc.  (SEAL)  of  Los 
Angeles,  California.  Both  specimens  are  listed  as  zinc  in  the  Fuld  store 
card  catalogue.  Studies  were  performed  using  energy  dispersive  X-ray 
microprobe  analysis  to  determine  the  percent  of  metal  (by  weight).  Two 
determinations  were  made  on  each  specimen.  Analyses  were  made  as  to 
the  metallic  composition  of  the  base  planchet  metal  as  well  as  the  plating 
metal.  Additionally,  a 1943-D  zinc-plated  U.S.  cent  was  submitted  for 
study  of  its  surface  plating. 


Results 

Figure  1 shows  the  photoanalysis  results  of  the  energy  dispersive  X-ray 
microprobe  analysis  of  the  plating  on  OH  165AY-1L  It  indicates  the  surface 
metal  to  be  primarily  tin  (Sn).  Figure  2 is  the  photoanalysis  results  of  the 
base  metal  of  the  same  token.  It  is  shown  to  be  copper  (Cu). 

Figure  3 presents  the  results  of  study  of  the  surface  plating  on  OH 
190B-1L  It,  too,  is  found  to  be  primarily  tin  (Sn).  Figure  4 demonstrates  the 
base  metal  of  this  planchet  to  be  copper  (Cu). 

Figure  5 shows  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  surface  metal  on  the 
1943-D  “steel”  U.S.  cent.  As  expected,  it  is  found  to  be  zinc  (Zn). 

Discussion 

The  off-metal  planchet  type  of  “zinc”  accompanies  many  listings 
throughout  the  Fuld  store  card  catalogue.  It  refers  to  a particular  type  of 
token  struck  on  a plated  flan.  The  planchet  is  thought  to  have  been  plated 
before  striking.  It  most  often  occurs  with  Fuld  die  #1042,  but  is  also  found 
with  #1019,  1037,  and  other  reverse  dies.  The  results  of  the  present  study 
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indicate  the  plating  of  these  planchets  to  be  composed  of  tin.  They  have  a 
visual  appearance  similar  to  the  “zinc-plated”  Wealth  of  the  South 
specimens,  which  were  previously  analyzed  and  also  found  to  be  plated 
with  tin. 

By  visual  comparison,  these  tin-plated  tokens  are  similar  in  color  and 
texture  to  the  zinc-plated  “steel”  U.S.  cent  minted  during  the  second  World 
War.  However,  the  results  of  the  analysis  in  this  study  demonstrate  that  the 
surface  compositions  are  definitely  different.  The  U.S.  “steel”  cent  is  plated 
with  zinc  and  the  Civil  War  token  store  card  surfaces  are  tin. 

Summary 

Energy  dispersive  X-ray  analysis  of  the  surface  metal  on  two  “zinc” 
type  Civil  War  store  cards  is  reported.  The  results  indicate  the  plating  to  be 
tin.

Report  on  CWTS  Auction  #68 

This  was  another  case  where  the  “or  three  weeks  after  Journal 
mailing...”  was  operable  with  the  closing  date  being  extended  an  additional 
week  to  30  March.  Of  the  95  bidders  in  this  auction,  69  of  them,  or  73%, 
emerged  victorious  with  one  or  more  of  the  360  lots  offered.  The  number  of 
bids  submitted  was  1212,  and  gross  sales  exceeded  the  $4850  mark. 

Most  sought  after  honors  were  even  for  both  store  cards  and  patriotics. 
First  place  honors  with  17  bids  apiece  went  to  lot  #205,  Wis  120A-la,  and 
lot  #318,  pat  166/432.  There  was  also  a tie  for  third  place  between  lot 
#220,  Wis  460A-3a,  and  lot  #301,  pat  135/440,  with  each  garnering  13 
bids.

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Civil  War  Cents  — A New  Classification 

by  Dennis  Wierzba 

One  of  the  reasons  I was  attracted  to  collecting  Civil  War  Tokens  was 
the  fact  that  they  were  used  as  money  — not  as  tokens!  As  the  CWTS  is 
struggling  with  the  proper  definition  of  a Civil  War  Token,  it  occurred  to  me 
that  a distinction  should  be  made  between  Civil  War  Cents  (store  cards  and 
patriotics)  and  Civil  War  Era  Merchant  and  Non-Merchant  Tokens. 

A Civil  War  Cent  or  CWC  is  a token  struck  between  1860-64  (possibly 
earlier)  that  circulated  freely  as  a cent  substitute  in  the  U.S.  during  the  coin 
shortage  of  the  Civil  War.  The  CWC  occupies  a special  niche  in 
numismatics  (as  do  Hard  Times  “Cents”)  as  it  circulated  in  lieu  of  U.S. 
cents;  its  role  was  not  that  of  a token,  i.e.,  limited  to  transactions  with  a 
single  merchant. 

Most  CWC  resemble  the  small  cents  struck  since  1857.  Some  CWC,  as 
the  Gustavus  Lindenmueller  cent,  are  slightly  smaller  than  the  pre-1857 
large  cents.  They  were  struck  by  prolific  diesinkers  as  Stanton,  Lampear, 
Childs,  Scoville,  Gleason,  etc.  using  their  own  standard  dies  and  designs. 
However,  not  every  token  struck  by  these  diesinkers  is  a CWC. 

The  denomination  of  a CWC  is  one  cent,  either  stated  (even  if  “not  one 
cent”)  or  implied  by  its  size  and  fabric.  A Civil  War  Store  Card  of  a higher 
denomination  or  watch,  drayage,  milk,  etc.  checks  or  “good  for”  one 
shave,  beer,  etc.  are  not  CWCs  — they  are  merchant  tokens  and  were  not 
intended  to  circulate  freely  as  one  cent  substitutes!  Collector  strikes  are 
considered  CWC  if  the  business  strike  meets  the  criteria  of  a CWC.  For 
example,  a copper-nickel  version  of  a Stanton  Detroit  store  card  is  a CWC. 
Collector  strikes  of  non-CWC  do  not  qualify  as  CWC. 

For  example,  the  following  are  Civil  War  Merchant  Tokens,  not  Civil 
War  Cents  (This  list  is  far  from  complete.): 

AL425  all  varieties  are  higher  denominations  with  collector  strikes 

OH300A  watch  check 

PA985A  watch  check 

KY480B  milk  checks  with  collector  strikes 

TN600C  drayage  check 

IL10A  higher  denominations  (Research  clue:  I found  a reference  to 
A.N.  Hill,  Sutler  (10/30/62  - 10/30/65)  Alton  Prison,  111.  Were 
Walter  & Smith  also  prison  sutlers?) 

IL150A  good  for  one  beer 
NY845A  good  for  one  cigar 
OH165K  3-cent  denomination 
NY630X  3-cent  denomination 

An  unintended  result  of  this  new  classification  is  that  the  Civil  War 
Cent  series  is  far  easier  to  collect;  many  of  the  rare  tokens  listed  in  the  Fuld 
Store  Card  book  are  merchant  tokens  — rare  because  they  did  not  cir- 
culate as  cents!

C.W.  Merchants’  Cards

My  great-great  grandfather,  Thomas  Dick  was  a surveyor  by  trade  and 
came  up  from  Limestone  (now  Maysville,  Kentucky)  with  General  Massie’s 
| Company  in  1796  to  the  Scioto  Valley  to  where  the  city  of  Chillicothe  now 
stands.  This  was  shortly  after  Wayne’s  Treaty  with  the  Indians  and  it  was 
thought  reasonably  safe  to  settle  and  establish  a town,  fort,  farms  and 
industry. 

Here  Thomas  Dick  helped  survey  and  lay  out  the  town  (Chillicothe) 
and  assisted  in  building  the  first  three  or  four  log  cabins. 

By  the  time  of  the  Civil  War,  Chillicothe  had  grown  in  size  con- 
siderably and  published  a city  director  each  year  during  the  Civil  War  but 
for  one  year.  In  June  of  1973  I had  occasion  to  visit  Chillicothe  and  present 
a large  portrait  of  my  great  grandmother,  Mary  Ann  Dick  (daughter  of 
Thomas  Dick)  to  the  Ross  County  Historical  Society’s  Museum.  My  great 
grandmother  was  one  of  the  first  white  children  to  be  born  in  Chillicothe. 

While  in  Chillicothe  I met  several  members  of  the  Historical  Society 
and  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  John  L.  Grabb,  a local  resident  and  member  of  the 
Historical  Society  we  decided  to  dig  into  the  history  of  the  Civil  War 
tokens,  the  merchants  who  used  the  cards.  Mr.  Grabb  owned  two  of  the 
! tokens,  I owned  one  or  more.  I agreed  to  buy  the  remainder  of  the  cards 
! needed.  Also  help  with  the  research  on  the  city  directories.  John  Grabb 
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would  research  the  early  newspapers. 

When  the  work  was  completed  we  would  make  an  exhibit  and  turn  it 
over  to  the  Ross  County  Museum.  The  exhibit  to  hang  on  the  wall  in  the 
room  devoted  to  Civil  war,  relics.  Civil  War  rifles,  uniforms,  memorabilia. 
The  work  was  started  in  1973  and  not  completed  until  1975.  The  time  delay 
was  caused  mostly  by  our  inability  to  buy  one  token.  I6OC-IA-R8. 

John  Bohn  Merchant’s  Card  #160A 

John  Bohn  with  his  wife  Catherine  and  one  child  emigrated  from 
Hamburg,  Germany  to  America  in  1853.  This  small  family  made  the  entire 
trip  by  water.  Sailing  from  Hamburg  to  New  Orleans  the  sailing  ship 
landed  them  in  New  Orleans.  They  came  up  the  Mississippi  River  by  boat 
as  far  as  Cairo,  Illinois.  At  Cairo  a boat  took  them  up  the  Ohio  River  as  far 
as  Portsmouth,  Ohio.  In  Portsmouth  the  family  boarded  a canal  boat  on 
the  old  Ohio  and  Erie  canal.  They  disembarked  from  the  canal  boat  on 
Hickory  Street  in  Chillicothe. 

By  1858,  John  Bohn  was  in  business  at  the  corner  of  Second  Street 
and  Mulberry  Street.  He  ran  a family  grocery  and  saloon.  This  location 
was  right  by  the  side  of  the  canal  that  carried  him  and  his  family  to 
Chillicothe  and  only  three  blocks  from  where  he  disembarked  from  the 
canal  boat  which  brought  them  to  Chillicothe. 

In  the  fall  of  1859  John  Bohn  moved  his  grocery  and  saloon  to  Number 
3 Main  Street  at  the  corner  of  Paint  Street  where  he  continued  in  business 
until  his  death  in  1876.  He  was  an  esteemed  citizen  of  Chillicothe,  much 
interested  in  public  affairs.  He  was  a member  of  the  German  Singing 
Society  composed  chiefly  of  Germans  from  the  old  country. 

M.  Keim,  Grocer  #160D 

M.  Keim  is  listed  as  a cooper  with  the  address  given  as  4th  Street  and 
5th  Street  on  Hickory  Street  in  the  1860  city  directory.  In  the  1869 
directory  he  is  listed  as  Grocer  & Saloon,  at  the  address  given  on  the  card. 
(COR.  4th  & Hickory)  This  building  still  stands  in  Chillicothe.  In  the  city 
directory  of  1865  Keim  is  listed  as  a broom  manufacturer  and  dealer  in 
groceries  & provisions. 

Between  1878  and  1888  he  moved  to  the  south  corner  of  Main  and 
Hickory  Streets.  And  at  this  listing  he  is  listed  as  a meat  market. 

James  Driscell  #160C 

James  Driscell,  proprietor  of  Railroad  House,  Main  Street,  west  of 
Sugar  Street,  was  a small  hotel  located  near  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati 
railroad  depot.  This  hotel  was  an  inexpensive  hotel  for  railroad  trainmen 
and  railroad  transients.  Lodging  was  $1.00  per  day,  which  included  three 
meals.  Driscell  was  in  business  at  this  hotel  during  the  Civil  War.  In  the  city 
directory  of  1875  he  is  listed  as  Driscell,  James,  Saloon,  55  Main  Street, 
Ewing  & Sugar  Streets. 

Driscell  was  also  listed  in  the  city  directories  of  1874-1875  and  1876, 
in  the  saloon  business  at  the  Sale  address. 
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John  F.  Bier  & Bro.  Card  No.  160B 

John  F.  Bier  & Bro.  were  in  business  in  Chillicothe  in  1858.  On  May 
7th  1891  the  following  advertisement  appeared  in  the  Scioto  Gazette. 
“John  F.  Bier  & Bro.  respectfully  announce  to  the  public  that  they  have 
purchased  the  Ross  County  Union  Building  on  Paint  Street  where  they 
have  on  hand  a large  and  well  selected  stock  of  family  groceries,  fresh 
butter,  eggs,  etc.  which  they  will  sell  as  cheap  as  any  other  establishment 
in  the  city.  The  Union  Building  was  razed  several  years  ago  and  a new 
building  presently  houses  the  offices  and  equipment  of  the  Chilliocothe 
Telephone  Co. 

John  Bier  died  in  1866.  His  only  child,  a daughter  married  Michael  G. 
Kirsch  the  son  of  the  founder  of  Phoenix  House.  C W Merchants  card  160E. 

T.  Rupel  & Co.  Card  No.  160H 

Theodore  Rupel  began  business  in  Chillicothe  prior  to  1860.  The 
business  was  located  at  52  Fourth  St.  His  residence  and  business  were  in  a 
large  brick  building  still  standing.  In  searching  the  newspaper  Files  of  the 
Ross  County  Historical  Society  which  are  on  microfilm  the  earliest  account 
is  an  advertisement  dated  May  15,  1860.  The  advertisement  states:  “We 
are  still  in  the  wood  trade  and  wood  can  be  had  at  our  old  stand  on  Fourth 
St.  opposite  the  Frame  Mill.”  Rupel  dealt  in  various  types  of  merchandise. 
Wood  fence  posts  of  locust  wood,  groceries,  provisions,  dry  goods,  boots 
and  shoes,  bacon  and  lard.  In  1861  he  ran  and  was  elected  to  the  city 
council. 

Evidently  T.  Rupel  & Co.  ran  into  some  difficult  times  in  1862. 
November  25th  of  that  year  a newspaper  advertisement  announced  that 
they  were  selling  off  the  complete  retail  store,  listing  the  items  for  sale.  At 
various  times  during  the  war  Rupel  advertised  properties  for  sale  all  of 
which  he  owned. 

The  headline  of  the  Scioto  Gazette  for  April  11th  1865  announced  that 
the  war  was  over  and  that  Lee  gave  up  on  April  9th.  In  this  same  paper  was 
a notice:  “T.  Rupel  & Co.  No.  52  Fourth  St.  Groceries,  provisions,  dry 
goods,  boots  and  shoes,  back  in  business.”  Rupel  went  out  of  business  in 
1868.  This  time  he  sold  the  building  and  an  ice  house  which  had  a capacity 
of  200  tons  of  ice.  The  Rupel  building  still  stands  but  has  been  renumbered 
122  East  Fourth  St. 

A record  in  the  Day  Book  of  Benj.  F.  Sprout  who  owned  a drug  store  in 
Chillicothe  has  the  following  entry:  “Paid  Theodore  Rupel  & Co.  $5.00  for 
one  peck  of  ice  per  day,  during  the  season. 

Rufus  Motter  160G  & A.  Wallace  160J 

Rufus  Motter  was  operating  the  Valley  House  News  Depot  on  Paint  St. 
as  early  as  July  1861.  Beginning  in  July  of  that  year  he  was  a constant 
advertiser  in  the  Scioto  Gazette.  In  his  advertisement  in  the  Gazette  of  July 
23,  1861  read:  “Big  Mink  the  Trapper,  a story  of  the  far  west,  now  ready  in 
the  New  York  Weekly  for  sale  at  the  Valley  House  News  Depot,  Paint  St. 
Rufus  Motter.” 

In  1864  A.  (Augustus)  Wallace  purchased  the  business  of  Rufus 
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Motter.  A.  Wallace  like  his  predecessor  was  a firm  believer  in  advertising 
and  constantly  ran  his  advertising  which  called  attention  to  his  stock  of 
leading  dailies  and  weeklies  also  the  monthly  magazines  at  the  Valley 
House  Depot.  Motter  and  Wallace  constantly  supplied  the  editor  of  the 
Scioto  Gazette  with  copies  of  the  latest  newspapers  gratis.  In  return  the 
editor  would  respond  with  a plug  and  throw  in  his  public  thanks  in  the  local 
news  column. 

At  the  time  1864  many  discharged  soldiers  were  returning  to 
Chillicothe.  Mr.  Wallace  felt  obligated  to  give  one  of  them  a chance  at  a 
new  venture.  A news  item  in  the  Scioto  Gazette  of  Dec.  20,  1864  read:  “A 
change.  The  Valley  House  News  Depot  has  changed  hands.  Mr.  Wallace 
having  sold  his  business  to  Capt.  Sam  Ewing,  whom  we  take  pleasure  in 
commending  to  the  public  as  a young  man  in  every  way  worthy  of  their 
confidence  and  patronage.”  Capt.  Sam  H.  Ewing  had  been  released  from 
Libby  Prison  on  March  15,  1864.  After  a few  months  recovery  Ewing  was 
anxious  to  get  his  thoughts  removed  from  the  horrors  of  the  war  and  the 
prison.  The  News  Depot  was  his  opportunity. 

W.M.  Sosman  Card  No.  1601 

William  M.  Sosman  came  from  a family  long  associated  with  com- 
mercial baking  in  Chillicothe.  His  father  George  Sosman  started  in  the 
bakery  business  in  Chillicothe  some  time  before  1820.  It  was  George 
Sosman  that  established  the  first  bread  wagon  route  in  the  city.  The  city 
directory  of  1858  lists  W.M.  Sosman  in  partnership  with  Hiram  Sosman  his 
brother  as  owners  of  the  Union  Bakery.  In  1860  he  introduced  the  first 
mechanical  machine  for  making  crackers.  The  Union  Bakery  was  located 
on  the  west  side  of  Walnut  Street,  between  Water  and  Second  Sts. 

Some  time  in  1860  William  took  in  a new  partner,  J.W.  Chapman 
replacing  his  brother.  The  business  was  moved  to  86  Paint  Street.  This 
partnership  was  short  lived  as  we  find  the  following  advertisement  in  the 
Scioto  Gazette  under  date  of  September  10,  1861:  “Bugler  Wanted!  I wish 
to  engage  the  services  of  one  good  bugler,  to  serve  in  Co.  A 40th  Regiment. 
Particulars  made  known  by  addressing  me  at  Camp  Dennison  or  to  Geo.  A. 
Emmett,  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  signed  W.M.  Sosman. 

This  was  in  the  early  days  of  the  war.  Regiments  were  being  formed, 
quotas  filled  to  meet  deadlines.  Late  in  1861  Capt.  Wm.  Sosman  published 
a Thank  You  note  in  the  Chillicothe  paper  thanking  the  citizens  for  quilts 
furnished  his  boys  before  departure.  The  Thank  You  note  was  signed  Capt. 
Co.  A 54th  Reg.  Ohio  Volunteers. 

Sept.  30,  1862,  W.M.  Sosman  was  advertising  for  a first  class  bread 
baker  as  a partner  to  go  to  Columbus,  Ohio.  “One  having  $250.00  to 
$300.00  to  invest  a splendid  opportunity  to  make  money  without  risk.” 
Evidently  the  Columbus  venture  never  materalized.  November  11,  1862 
W.M.  Sosman  was  weekly  advertising  his  Dandeline  Coffee.  “Which  af- 
fords the  delicious  of  Java  Coffee,  at  less  than  one  half  the  expense.”  “The 
only  true  coffee  substitute.”  In  1863  many  necessities  were  in  short  supply. 
One  of  Sosman’s  advertisements  read:  “Save  your  rags!  The  highest  prices 
paid,  for  rags,  in  cash  or  trade.”  Wm.  M.  Sosman,  Walnut  Street. 
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There  was  a “paper  famine"  at  the  time  (December  1862).  The  editor 
of  the  Scioto  Gazette  stated  in  his  paper,  “Within  the  last  two  months 
printing  paper  has  more  than  doubled  in  price.”  He  was  pleading  with  his 
readers  to  save  carefully  all  the  cotton  and  linen  rags  as  the  importation  of 
rags  for  paper  stock  had  been  entirely  suspended.  Also  in  1862  there  was  a 
shortage  of  coin  money  so  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business.  A news 
item  in  the  December  9th  issue  told  about  Postage  Currency— The 
National  Bank  Note  Company  now  furnishing  the  government 
$100,000.00  a day  postage  currency. 

The  February  24th  issue  of  the  Scioto  Gazette  (1863)  carried  this 
notice  “Wood  Wanted,  I wish  to  contact  for  20  or  30  cords  straight-part 
seasoned-sugar  or  hickory  wood  to  be  delivered  during  April  or  May.” 
Evidently  the  wood  was  for  fuel  in  his  baking  ovens. 

The  call  for  volunteers  was  made  and  on  March  15th  1864  we  find  this 
article  in  the  Scioto  Gazette.  “Capt.  W.M.  Sosman  formerly  of  the  22nd. 
Ohio  Regiment  has  enlisted  as  a private  in  the  63rd  Ohio  and  left  for  the 
front  last  week.”  On  December  6th  1864  he  was  back  in  Chillicothe  and 
gave  an  oyster  supper  at  Adam  Kramer’s  on  a Saturday  night  for  the 
veterans  of  his  old  22nd  Ohio  Regiment  who  had  returned  home.  (A. 
S.  Kramer  issued  card  160F) 

W.M.  Sosman  lived  a varied  and  interesting  life  on  his  second 
enlistment  he  was  placed  in  prison  for  some  offense  down  in  Dixie  but  was 
released  and  placed  on  parole  and  sent  back  to  Chillicothe  in  December. 
His  second  enlistment  was  shortly  over  9 months.  During  his  two  enlist- 
ments he  developed  a taste  for  adventure.  Then  on  July  3,  1866  he  ad- 
vertised his  property  for  sale  at  53  Vine  St.  and  stated  in  his  notice  that  he 
was  going  west. 


A.S.  Kramer,  Card  No.  160F 

Adam  S.  Kramer  was  in  business  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  in  the 
Allen  Block  on  Paint  St.  He  opened  a new  confectionery  store  on  Sept.  17, 
1861.  This  location  was  opposite  the  Court  House  in  Chillicothe.  His  first 
advertisement  in  the  Scioto  Gazette  follows:  “New  Confectionary,  Allen 
Block,  Paint  St.  opposite  the  Court  House,  Chillicothe,  Ohio.  The  un- 
dersigned has  fitted  up  the  above  named  room  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a good  first  class  confectionary.  Parties,  festivals  and  families  furnished 
with  cakes,  candies,  ice  cream  etc.  in  superior  style.  Having  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  Immanuel  Deuckle,  an  experienced  workman  at  the 
business,  the  undersigned  is  confident  of  giving  satisfaction  and  therefore 
solicits  our  share  of  public  patronage.  A.S.  Kramer,  N.B.  Candies  fur- 
nished to  dealers  at  as  low  rates  as  can  be  had  elsewhere.” 

Mr.  Kramer  as  well  as  many  other  Chillicothe  Merchants  served  the 
Union  Cause  and  on  Sept.  20,  1864  the  editor  of  the  Scioto  Gazette  printed 
the  following:  ‘Adam  S.  Kramer,  having  returned  from  100  days  service 
calls  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  his  confectionary  store  and  saloon.  See 
his  advertisement  (this  paper)  and  give  him  a call.  In  Mr.  Kramers  ad- 
vertisement he  calls  attention  to  his  saloon  in  which  he  featured  fresh 
oysters  received  daily  from  Baltimore  by  Harriden’s  Express,  in  33  hours. 
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This  would  be  over  the  Marietta  & Cincinnati  railroad. 

Kramer  was  a member  of  the  volunteer  Relief  Fire  Co.  No.  3.  Fire 
Dept.  No.  3 was  situated  in  the  west  part  of  the  city.  At  that  time  a city  of 
about  7,500  inhabitants.  Adam  S.  Kramer  died  in  late  summer  1865.  His 
widow  carried  on  the  business  for  a time  in  a few  months  selling  the 
business  to  John  Kramer  her  son  and  Capt.  Charles  Schleyer  of  the  late 
rebellion. 


Chillicothe,  Ohio  No.  160E-1B 

As  early  as  1856,  the  date  of  the  first  city  directory  of  Chillicothe, 
Michael  Kirsch  was  listed  as  “Proprietor  Phoenix  House  and  Family 
Grocery,  North  Side  2nd  Street,  between  Paint  and  Mulberry  Sts.”  Michael 
Kirsch  was  born  in  Hesse,  Darmestadt,  Germany,  March  25,  1825  and 
came  to  America  in  1839  settling  in  Chillicothe.  He  started  in  business  at 
this  location  in  a frame  building  about  the  year  1840.  The  original  building 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1852.  In  this  fire  about  3/4*s  of  the  business  district 
was  burned. 

Mr.  Kirsch  was  a well  known  and  honored  citizen  of  Chillicothe.  He 
served  the  city  in  a great  many  ways,  member  of  the  city  council,  director 
of  the  infirmary  and  instrumental  in  forming  the  first  fire  department  which 
was  made  up  of  citizens  of  German  decent. 

After  the  fire  in  1852  Michael  Kirsch  rebuilt  his  hotel  at  the  same 
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location  and  named  it  the  Phoenix  House.  In  addition  to  the  hotel  and 
grocery  there  was  a bar  and  a livery  stable.  Kirsch  also  sold  fire  insurance 
from  an  office  in  the  hotel. 

Kirsch  died  in  1892  and  a son  Michael  G.  Kirsch  took  over  the 
business.  The  son  was  born  in  the  hotel,  Oct.  16,  1858.  The  son  leased  the 
hotel  and  business  to  an  ex-sheriff  Mr.  A.T.  Swepston  on  April  14,  1902. 
Thus  the  Kirsch  family  operated  the  business  for  over  50  years. 

Of  interest  to  collectors  of  CW-Merchants  Cards  from  Chillicothe 
Michael  G.  Kirsch,  Jr.  married  Flora,  daughter  and  only  child  of  John  and 
Lucy  (Marsluff)  Bier.  John  Bier  a merchant  in  Chillicothe  prior  to  and 
during  the  civil  war  issued  cards.  The  subject  of  these  cards  is  covered 
under  160B.

Early  History  of  Northern  Indiana.  Algonquin-speaking  Indian 
tribes,  particularly  the  Miami  and  the  Pottawattomi,  ruled  the  northern 
Indiana  area  from  1763  to  1795.  They  established  a trail  from  their  capital 
near  what  is  now  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  St.  Joseph,  Michigan,  and  the 
route  passed  through  Goshen.  This  Indian  trail  was  first  used  by  the 
trappers  and  later  by  the  pioneers  that  were  moving  westward. 

Between  1791  and  1811  the  Army  defeated  the  Indians  and  opened  the 
northern  Indiana  area  in  the  1820’s  to  the  white  migration  that  settled  the 
village  of  Goshen  in  1831. 

The  Indiana  Territory  was  created  in  1800,  the  territorial  legislature 
was  organized  in  1810,  and  Indiana  became  the  19th  state  of  the  Union  in 
1816.  Northern  Indiana  failed  to  populate  during  this  period  because  either 
the  Indian  uprisings  made  the  area  unsafe  or  the  climate  was  harsher  than 
that  of  southern  Indiana. 

First  Settlers.  In  1829  the  first  settlers  of  Goshen  were  William 
Simpson,  Elias  Riggs,  Elias  Hess,  and  Major  Violette.  Elias  Carpenter, 
Jacob  L.  Ulery,  and  Oliver  Crane  joined  them  in  1830-31.  Simpson  and 
Riggs  were  neighbors  in  Benton,  located  8 miles  southeast  of  Goshen,  Col. 
John  Jackson,  who  had  fought  the  Indians  earlier  in  Benton,  returned  there 
to  settle  by  purchasing  the  land  of  Simpson  and  Riggs  who  then  moved  to 
Goshen. 

son  and  Riggs  who  then  moved  to  Goshen. 

Hess  also  came  to  Goshen  in  1929  from  Ohio.  He  made  the  trek  in  21 
days  with  an  ox  team  and  by  cutting  the  road  himself.  Here  is  a true  pioneer 
who  had  to  overcome  rain  and  mud  for  17  of  the  21  days  of  the  trip.  As 
Hess  started  farming  his  new  homestead,  he  couldn’t  turn  the  soil  with  his 
plow  even  when  he  tried  first  one,  then  two,  and  finally  3 yoke  of  oxen.  To 
solve  his  problem  he  went  to  Ft.  Wayne,  had  a nose  put  on  his  plow,  and 
completed  his  plowing  with  7 yoke  of  cattle! 

Hess  had  another  problem  — rounding  up  his  cattle  when  he  needed 
them.  Without  fences  he  had  to  hang  bells  around  their  necks  and  spend 
most  of  his  time  trying  to  find  the  straying  cattle.  As  he  listened  and  looked 
for  his  livestock,  he  could  hear  a deer  crackling  through  the  brush,  a 
turkey  gobble  nearby,  and  a wolfs  howl  in  the  distance,  but  rarely  was  a 
cowbell  heard! 

John  H.  Violette  was  the  first  pioneer  child  to  be  born  in  Goshen  to 
Major  Violette  and  his  wife  on  November  22,  1829.  Years  later,  John 
donated  a part  of  the  family  land  to  the  city  of  Goshen  for  the  Violett 
(without  the  e)  Cemetery. 
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In  1830  Carpenter  moved  from  Elkhart  to  Goshen,  and  Ulery  arrived 
by  ox  team  from  Ohio  after  three  weeks  on  the  road.  Ulery  recorded  that  he 
“helped  build  the  first  stone  house  in  Goshen  and  worked  on  the  county 
courthouse  in  1831.” 

Crane  built  a water-powered  saw  mill  on  Rock  Run  Creek  in  Goshen 
since  timber  was  one  of  two  prime  resources  of  the  area.  Farming  was  the 
other.  Crane  was  also  appointed  county  agent,  who  sold  the  lots  after  the 
village  layout  was  planned  in  1831. 

City’s  Name.  Some  historians  give  Oliver  Crane  the  credit  for  naming 
the  Elkhart  County  seat  “Goshen”  after  his  original  home  in  New  York 
state.  In  1831,  the  year  of  its  naming,  Goshen  had  40  houses  and  200 
residents.  By  December  1862,  its  population  had  increased  to  3,000 
inhabitants. 

Civil  War  Tokens.  Goshen  had  two  distinguished  heroes  of  the  Civil 
War:  Col.  Ruel  M.  Johnson,  recipient  of  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor, 
and  General  Milo  Smith  Hascall,  a West  Point  graduate  of  1852. 

Johnson  recruited  a company  of  Elkhart  County  volunteers  who 
became  Company  D of  the  100th  Indiana  Regiment.  He  was  appointed 
Captain  of  the  company.  His  superior  officers  documented  his  gallantry 
and  leadership  during  the  Siege  of  Jackson,  Mississippi  (May  1863; 
promoted  to  Major),  the  Battle  of  Missionary  Ridge,  Tennessee 
(November,  1863),  and  the  Battle  of  Chattanooga  (November  1863).  The 
result  was  Major  Johnson  earned  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor,  and 
he  was  promoted  to  Lt.  Col.  in  January  1864. 

In  July  1864,  Johnson  was  again  cited  for  his  outstanding  performance 
in  action  during  the  Battle  of  Atlanta  where  he  was  taken  prisoner.  On  his 
way  to  the  Confederate  prison  in  Macon,  Georgia,  Col.  Johnson  escaped 
and  was  recaptured  just  before  he  was  to  reach  the  Union  lines  and 
freedom.  This  time  he  was  sent  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  where  he 
was  exchanged  for  a Confederate  prisoner  of  war  in  September  1864.  He 
related  many  terrible  experiences  while  a prisoner  of  the  Confederacy. 

Col.  Johnson  rejoined  the  Union  Army  for  General  Sherman’s  March 
to  the  Sea,  Capture  of  Savannah,  Battle  of  Bentonville,  and  the  final 
March  to  Washington,  D.C.  He  organized  and  directed  the  Grand  Review 
— a parade  of  the  victorious  Union  Troops  — in  Washington  on  May  24, 
1865. 

After  the  Grand  Review,  Col.  Johnson  brought  his  regiment  of  Indiana 
Volunteers  back  home  to  Indianapolis  for  mustering  out  on  June  9,  1865. 
He  returned  to  Elkhart  County,  practiced  law  in  Elkhart,  and  married 
Jeanette  Gortner  in  1891.  They  lived  in  Goshen  until  he  died  in  1901.  Col. 
Johnson  is  buried  in  the  local  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery. 

Milo  Smith  Hascall,  the  ninth  child  of  Amasa  and  Phoebe  (Smith) 
Hascall,  was  born  in  LeRoy,  NY,  on  August  5,  1829.  After  growing  up  on 
his  father’s  farm  and  completing  common  school,  Milo  entered  Ingham 
Academy.  Following  his  three  older  brothers  and  two  older  sisters  to 
Elkhart  County,  Indiana,  Milo  went  west  in  1845.  At  first  he  clerked  in  his 
brother’s  (Chauncey’s)  dry  goods  store  in  Goshen.  Later  he  taught  school, 
just  as  his  brothers  — Amasa  and  Melvin  — did  before  him,  in  Goshen’s 
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Father

Son 


first  schoolhouse  built  by  subscription  in  1841.  While  teaching  school,  Milo 
received  an  appointment  to  the  U.S.  Military  Academy  at  West  Point. 

He  entered  West  Point  in  1848  and  was  graduated  in  1852;  he  was 
14th  in  a class  of  43  students.  Hascall  was  given  a brevet  2nd  Lt.  in  the  3rd 
U.S.  Artillery  at  Fort  Adams,  RI,  on  July  1,  1852.  He  was  promoted  to  2nd 
Lt.  in  the  military  and  reassigned  to  Fort  Monroe,  VA,  where  he  resigned 
his  commission  on  September  30,  1853. 

He  returned  to  Goshen  and  became  one  of  the  contractors  that  built 
the  Michigan  Southern  and  Northern  Indiana  Railroad  (later  part  of  the 
Lake  Shore  RR).  Later  Hascall  became  a lawyer  and  was  elected  first  to 
prosecuting  attorney  for  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  second  to  Clerk  of 
the  Elkhart  Circuit  Court.  In  1861,  he  opened  Hotel  Hascall  by  rebuilding 
the  old  Violett  House  on  Main  Street  just  north  of  the  County  Courthouse.

In  1861  Indiana  Governor  Morton  appointed  Milo  S.  Hascall  captain 
and  aide  de  camp  on  the  staff  of  General  Thomas  A.  Morris.  Capt. 
Hascall’s  first  job  was  to  organize  and  drill  six  volunteer  regiments  from 
Indiana. 

Capt.  Hascall  went  to  western  Virginia  (before  West  Virginia  became  a 
state  in  1863)  with  the  Indiana  volunteers  under  the  command  of  General 
Morris  and  fought  in  the  battle  of  Phillipi  on  3 June  1861.  Later  in  June, 
Gov.  Morton  telegraphed  Capt.  Hascall  of  his  promotion  to  colonel  of  the 
17th  Indiana  Infantry. 

Later  in  1861,  Col.  Hascall  and  his  regiment  were  transferred  to 
Louisville,  KY,  where  he  was  given  command  of  a brigade.  He  commanded 
a division  of  General  Don  Carlos  Buell’s  army  in  the  battle  of  Shiloh  (or 
Pittsburgh  Landing)  on  April  6-7,  1862.

Col.  Hascall  has  again  promoted  to  Brigadier  General  of  the  volun- 
teers on  April  25,  1862.  He  continued  to  serve  first  with  Gen.  Buell  then 
with  Gen.  Rosecrans  for  the  rest  of  1862  including  the  battle  of  Stone  River 
(Dec.  31,  1862- Jan.  2,  1863).  At  Stone  River  he  helped  turn  a Union  defeat 
into  a Confederate  withdrawal.  Losses  on  both  sides  were  extremely  heavy. 
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On  January  3,  1863,  Gen.  Hascall  was  transferred  to  the  Army  of  the 
Ohio,  commanded  by  first  Gen.  Wright  and  later  General  Burnside. 
Hascall  was  placed  in  command  of  the  3rd  Division  of  the  23rd  Army  Corps 
in  preparation  to  take  Knoxville,  Tennessee.  He  participated  in  both  the 
taking  of  Knoxville  on  September  2,  1863,  and  the  successful  defense  of  the 
city  when  the  Confederates  tried  to  retake  it  on  November  29,  1863. 

In  1864  Gen.  Sherman’s  Atlanta  campaign  was  started  with  Gen. 
Hascall  serving  as  a divisional  commander  in  Gen.  Schofield’s  Army  of  the 
Ohio.  After  Atlanta  fell  on  2 September  1864,  Gen.  Hascall  and  regiments 
whose  terms  of  enlistment  were  about  to  run  out  accompanied  Gen. 
Schofield  back  to  the  latter’s  headquarters  in  Knoxville  to  prepare  for  the 
mustering  out  of  the  men. 

General  Hascall  resigned  from  the  Army  on  October  27,  1864,  and 
was  honorably  discharged.  He  returned  to  Goshen  where  he  entered  into  a 
partnership  with  John  Irwin.  They  bought  the  Salem  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  in  1865. 

The  Salem  Bank  and  Trust  Company  was  chartered  in  1853  and 
founded  by  three  Goshenites  who  located  the  bank  in  Salem  (now 
Wakarusa),  a nearly  inaccessible  village  ten  miles  west  of  Goshen.  The 
three  founders  were  concerned  about  “bank  busters”  who  try  to  corner  the 
notes  of  the  bank  and  then  suddenly  demand  redemption  of  the  notes  in 
specie.  The  laws  at  that  time  required  full  payment  and  could  easily  ruin 
the  bank.  Salem  Bank  did  its  daily  operations  in  a branch  office  in  Goshen. 


The  original  Salem  Bank  building  was  on  West  Lincoln 
Avenue,  just  off  Main  Street.  The  bank  was  chartered  in 
1853. 


The  Salem  Bank  and  Trust  Company  opened  in  1854. 
This  bank  building  was  erected  in  1866  on  the  south  side 
of  West  Market  Street,  now  Lincoln  Avenue. 
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By  1865  the  laws  had  changed  so  Irwin  and  Hascall  moved  all 
operations  of  the  newly  purchased  bank  to  Goshen.  They  erected  a new 
bank  building  in  1866  on  Market  Street  (now  Lincoln  Avenue).  The  bank  is 
still  doing  business  today  under  its  original  name! 

In  1879  Hascall  joined  Irwin  and  John  W.  Lesh  in  the  manufacturing  of 
walnut  lumber  with  overseas  markets.  In  1890  he  sold  his  interest  in  the 
Salem  Bank  and  went  to  East  Chicago  to  look  after  his  company’s  lumber 
mill  located  there  and  to  engage  heavily  in  real  estate. 

Milo  S.  Hascall  married  Julia  Swift  of  Elkhart  on  November  27,  1855, 
and  their  only  child  died  two  years  later.  Mrs.  Hascall  spent  a large  part  of 
the  war  at  the  front  with  her  husband  in  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee. 
She  died  on  September  11,  1883,  in  Goshen. 

Widower  Milo  Hascall  married  a widow,  Mrs.  Rose  Schwarz  Miller,  of 
Canton,  Ohio,  on  June  22,  1886.  They  visited  Europe  in  1888.  In  1894, 
they  moved  into  a beautiful  home  in  Oak  Park,  IL,  where  he  died  on  August 
30,  1904.  Milo  and  Rose  Hascall  did  not  have  any  children.  After  his  death 
Mrs.  Hascall  devoted  herself  to  managing  the  estate  left  by  her  husband. 

Milo  S.  Hascall  was  the  younger  brother  of  Melvin  B.  Hascall,  a 
partner  in  the  dry  goods  and  grocery  business  of  Hascall,  Alderman  and 
Brown  (Fuld  IN  350B)  of  Goshen.

1.  A caution  to  bidders  in  the  Society  auctions  — please  observe  the 
minimum  bids  for  a given  lot.  An  increasing  number  of  bids  are  being 
received  that  are  below  the  stated  minimum  for  a lot.  This  results  in 
extra  work  for  the  Auction  Manager,  and  frustration  and  wasted  effort 
for  the  bidder.

Report  on  CWTS  Auction  #69 

In  this  auction,  1104  bids  were  submitted  by  93  bidders  for  the  366  lots 
offered.  The  bidder  success  rate  was  74  %,  and  gross  sales  were  just  below 
the  $6900  mark. 

Most  popular  lot  honors  go  to  lot  303,  pat  31/279,  with  16  bids. 
Second  spot  was  shared  by  two  lots  with  15  bids  apiece  - lot  68  NY630K- 
8b,  and  lot  359,  pat  237/423. 
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Gold-Plated  And  Gilt  CWT  Planchets  Analyzed 

by  Larkin  Wilson 

During  a two-year  period,  five  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  classified  as 
having  gold  plate  or  gilted  planchet  surfaces  were  submitted  to  the  CWTS 
Verification  Service.  Questions  concerning  the  metallic  composition  of 
these  specimens  arose  as  well  as  the  problem  of  whether  or  not  the  plating 
was  contemporary  Civil  War.  To  obtain  definitive  answers,  a patriotic  Civil 
War  token  thought  to  be  gold  plated  and  one  appearing  to  be  gilted  were 
submitted  for  energy  dispersive  X-ray  microprobe  analysis  to  Scanning 
Electron  Analysis  Laboratories,  Inc.  (SEAL)  of  Los  Angeles,  California. 
The  CWTS  Board  of  Govenors  authorized  the  study.  The  purpose  of  this 
report  is  to  present  the  findings. 

Results 

A specimen  of  Fuld  128-289  GP  possessing  a shiny,  smooth,  gold- 
colored  surface  was  examined.  Figure  1 presents  the  photoanalysis  of  the 
surface  metal  and  shows  it  to  be  composed  of  gold  (Au).  Figure  2 is  the 
photoanalysis  of  the  base  planchet  metal  of  the  same  token.  The  planchet 
metal  is  found  to  be  brass  (CuZn). 

The  second  specimen  submitted  was  Fuld  128-289,  thought  to  have  a 
gilted  surface,  which  was  a muted  yellow  and,  under  magnification,  ap- 
peared to  be  brass  with  a thin  layer  of  plating  present  in  the  recessed  and 
protected  areas  of  the  device  and  field.  Figure  3 is  the  photoanalysis  of  this 
piece.  It  demonstrates  the  token  to  be  brass  without  any  plating.  No 
evidence  of  gold  was  found.

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Discussion 

Relatively  few  Civil  War  tokens  are  catalogued  as  having  a gold  plated 
or  gilted  surface.  A careful  survey  of  the  Civil  War  token  catalogues  reveals 
only  17  listings.  Figure  4 shows  the  tokens  previously  reported  and  consists 
of  four  Civil  War  store  cards  and  13  patriotics.  Analysis  of  this  chart  leads 
one  to  conclude  that  most  all  gold  plated  and  gilted  listings  are  related  to 
political  or  special  events.  Seven  of  the  patriotics  are  Lincoln  political 
pieces  and  two  are  ones  with  McClelland  Fuld  die  142.  The  Wealth  of  the 
South  listing  has  a Fuld  510  Douglas  die.  All  the  store  cards  are 
Philadelphia  pieces  with  one  of  the  many  Great  Central  Fair  Listings  being 
gilt. 

The  Civil  War  token  catalogues  list  planchets  with  plated  surfaces  in 
several  metals.  Gold  plated  ones  are  those  with  bright  shiny  gold  surfaces 
and  on  which  the  plating  appears  definite  and  of  significant  thickness.  The 
present  study  demonstrates  the  gold  plated  listing  to  have  a surface  metal 
composition  which  is  definitely  gold.  The  gilt  specimens  are  thought  to 
have  a lesser  degree  of  gold  plating  and  tend  not  to  be  bright,  smooth,  and 
shiny.  The  color  is  muted  yellow-gold.  The  results  of  this  study  lend 
evidence  to  a conclusion  that  these  specimens  may  well  be  only  brass 
planchets  with  visual  surface  characteristics  mimicking  those  of  thin  gold 
plating.  Perhaps  certain  brass  specimens  in  “partial”  uncirculated  con- 
dition can  give  this  appearance.  The  protected  areas  of  the  device  and  field 
on  the  token  may  represent  an  uncirculated  yellow  brass  surface  contrasted 
against  the  elevated  surface  areas  which  have  friction  changes,  thus 
producing  the  appearance  of  a thin  layer  of  broken  gold  surface  plating. 
More  gilted  specimens  must  be  examined  before  a final  conclusion  can  be

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made.  The  present  study,  however,  casts  doubt  and  suggests  caution  in 
attributing  gilt  tokens  as  possessing  gold. 

The  question  of  contemporary  vs.  noncontemporary  plating  has  been 
confusing.  Some  authors  consider  all  plating  to  be  noncontemporary. 
Undoubtedly,  many  silver  plated  pieces  are  noncontemporary  Civil  War 
tokens.  The  CWTS  Verification  Service  has  examined  a number  of  these. 
Silver  plated  tokens  with  definite  evidence  of  plating  prior  to  being  struck 
(e.g.,  Fuld  147-227  Spl)  have  also  been  examined.  Since  the  majority  of 
golf  plated  listings  are  tokens  with  political  or  special-event  significance,  it 
would  be  understandable  that  they  were  produced  in  the  contemporary 
Civil  War  period,  though  they  may  have  been  plated  after  striking. 

Summary 

Results  of  energy  dispersive  X-ray  analysis  performed  to  determine 
surface  metal  content  of  a gold  plated  specimen  and  one  thought  to  be 
gilted  are  reported  (Fuld  128-289  GP  and  gilt).  The  gold  plated  piece  with  a 
shiny  smooth  gold  surface  was  found  to  possess  a layer  of  gold  plating  over 
the  base  metal  of  brass.  The  specimen  appearing  to  be  gilted,  with  a muted 
yellow  tone,  was  found  to  be  a brass  metal  planchet  without  any  plating 
and  there  was  no  evidence  of  gold.  The  possibility  is  raised  that  Civil  War 
tokens  thought  to  be  gilted  may  be  brass  with  certain  surface  changes 
which  produce  the  appearance  of  partial,  thin  gold  plating.  Further 
examination  of  other  “gilted”  tokens  is  warranted.

What  Is  A Civil  War  Token? 

Is  a Civil  War  token  any  token  issued  from  1861-1865?  Is  a Civil  War 
token  a token  which  relates  to  Civil  War  issues  and/or  history  no  matter 
when  it  was  struck?  Is  a Civil  War  token  a token  which  was  issued  during 
the  Civil  War  and  is  the  approximate  size  of  a cent?  Is  a Civil  War  token  any 
token  which  circulated  during  the  Civil  War  no  matter  what  its  size  and 
fabric?  Is  a Civil  War  token  any  token,  no  matter  when  issued,  which  bears 
a recognized  Civil  War  die  on  one  or  both  sides?  Is  a Civil  War  token  any 
token  which  circulated  during  the  war,  no  matter  when  it  was  struck? 

Are  encased  postage,  fractional  gold,  and  other  forms  of  emergency 
money  used  during  the  War  Civil  War,  Civil  War  tokens?  Should  the  tokens 
of  merchants  who  were  in  business  before,  during  and  after  the  Civil  War  be 
considered  Civil  War  tokens  if  their  tokens  cannot  be  dated?  Are  tokens 
issued  during  the  war  in  territories  not  directly  participating  in  the  fighting 
be  considered  Civil  War  tokens? 

These  are  but  a few  of  the  numerous  definitions,  opinions  and 
questions  discussed  and  written  about  Civil  War  tokens  recently.  Indeed,  it 
is  readily  apparent  that  there  are  nearly  as  many  thoughts  as  to  what 
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constitutes  a Civil  War  token  as  there  are  collectors.  This  lack  of  a clear, 
universally  recognized  definition  of  a Civil  War  token  has  caused  the 
Verification  and  New  Finds  Committees  considerable  consternation  in  their 
attempts  to  sort  and  classify  the  tokens  sent  to  them.  It  is  also  confusing 
the  membership,  many  of  whom  have  unlisted  tokens  which  may  or  may 
not  be  a part  of  the  series. 

In  an  attempt  to  clarify  the  somewhat  fuzzy  issue  of  what  constitutes  a 
Civil  War  token,  a project  has  been  started  to  collect  as  many  opinions, 
views,  and  thoughts  as  possible.  Specifically,  the  Board  of  the  CWTS  is 
soliciting  input  from  the  CWTS  membership  to  give  their  opinions  on  the 
matter.  Hopefully,  from  this  beginning  some  consensus  definitions  will 
develop.  If  a clear,  universally  accepted  definition  does  not  emerge,  it  could 
be  that  the  membership  will  be  asked  to  vote  for  their  choice  from  a 
number  of  the  most  popular  ideas,  or  composite  ideas. 

This  article  is  a call  for  ideas  from  the  membership.  If  you  have  any 
thoughts  as  to  what  criteria  define  a Civil  War  token,  and/or  a Store  Card, 
and/or  a Patriotic,  please  send  your  ideas  to  me  at  the  address  at  the  end 
of  this  article.  Feel  free  to  offer  as  much  or  as  little  input  as  you  want.  If  you 
have  an  opinion  on  one  of  the  three  terms,  but  not  on  the  others,  please 
share  it  with  us.  You  may  be  as  formal  or  informal  as  you  like.  We  are 
seeking  ideas  in  any  form. 

Some  thoughts  are  offered  here.  The  term  Civil  War  token  should  be 
broad  enough  to  encompass  the  definitions  for  both  Patriotics  and  Store 
Cards.  The  definitions  for  Patriotics  and  Store  Cards  should  be  mutually 
exclusive  so  there  are  no  gray  areas  where  tokens  may  fall  into  both 
categories.  And  finally,  tradition  should  be  subordinated  to  rational 
thought.  In  other  words,  the  errors  of  the  past  should  not  be  perpetuated. 

Admittedly,  the  ideal  definitions  which  precisely  determine  the  extent 
and  limits  of  the  series  as  well  as  be  100?  pleasing  to  every 
collector,  probably  do  not  exist.  We  are  trying  for  consensus  definitions 
which  will  be  accurate,  and  which  will  be  acceptable  to  most,  if  not  all,  of 
the  membership. 

This  is  an  extremely  important  task  which  could  drastically  affect  the 
collecting  of  Civil  War  tokens.  We  must  have  the  support  and  backing  of 
the  membership  if  the  project  is  to  succeed.  All  input  is  important  and  is 
needed.  Please  take  the  time  to  jot  down  your  thoughts  and  send  them. 
Remember,  this  project  is  being  undertaken  in  the  name  of  the  mem- 
bership. We  must  have  participation  by  the  membership. 

A final  thought  may  be  appropriate.  No  matter  what  the  outcome  of 
this  project,  it  will  not  please  everyone.  We  hope  we  will  be  able  to  please 
almost  everyone,  and  that  no  one  will  be  put  off  in  any  way.  Remember,  no 
matter  what  the  results  are,  each  person  is  always  free  to  pursue  collecting 
in  the  style  of  their  choice.

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Civil  War  Token  Society  Vertification  Service 

During  this  12-month  period,  48  specimens  were  submitted  to  the 
Society’s  Verification  Service.  Two  other  inquiries  were  also  answered. 
This  represents  a reduction  in  volume  compared  to  the  previous  year. 

Five  pieces  were  considered  to  be  counterfeit.  Seven  other  submitted 
specimens  were  not  Civil  War  tokens;  several  being  submitted  for  base 
metal  determination.  One  was  thought  by  consultants  to  be  an  unlisted 
brass  hand-incused  tool  check  by  Bown  and  Tetley.  Two  interesting 
engraved  Civil  War  “love  tokens”  were  submitted.  One  is  probably  an 
altered  Mexican  8 Realle,  dated  April  25,  1865,  with  a Masonic  emblem. 
The  other  is  an  engraved  madalet,  dated  March,  1863. 

Thirteen  specimens  were  verified  as  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens.  None 
appeared  to  be  altered.  There  were  no  unlisted  patriotics  submitted,  but  the 
five  counterfeits  received  are  patriotics. 

Twenty-three  specimens  were  verified  as  being  Civil  War  store  cards. 
None  had  counterstamps  or  were  altered.  Six  previously  unlisted  store 
cards  were  identified:

A total  of  235 
specimens  have  been  examined.  Only  seventy-one  percent  (167)  of  these 
were  verified  as  being  unaltered  Civil  War  tokens.

Deceptions  — Counterfeits,  Evasions  and 
“Authoritative”  Dies  Found  On 
Civil  War  Tokens  (Addendum) 

Sterling  A.  Rachootin 

After  reading  my  article  mentioned  above  in  the  Fall  1987  The  Civil 
War  Token  Journal  (Volume  21,  Number  3)  it  dawned  on  me  that  I failed 
to  mention  three  Civil  War  dies  that  should  have  appeared  on  page  31  in 
reference  to  counterfeit  CW  dies,  inasmuch  as  these  three  dies  contain  all 
the  elements  found  on  U.S.  early  gold  coinage  of  the  capped  bust  to  right 
with  stars  on  the  obverse  quarter  eagles  (1796-1807);  half  eagles  (1795- 
1807);  and  eagles  (1795-1804). 

The  three  patriotic  dies  that  would  qualify  as  counterfeit  CW  token  dies 
are  numbers  45,  46,  and  47.  Comparison  between  each  token  mentioned 
and  each  of  the  officially  minted  U.S.  gold  coins,  contain  four  basic 
components  all  have  in  common,  namely,  capped  bust  right,  the  word 
“Liberty”,  stars  around  the  bust,  and  the  date  at  the  bottom. 

My  very  incomplete  U.S.  type  set  does  not  contain  any  of  these  rare 
U.S.  coins,  thus  the  oversight.

Jack  has  been  specializing  in  Civil  War  tokens  for  20  years  and  is  a 
charter  member  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society,  founded  in  1967.  He  has 
served  as  the  society’s  auction  manager,  board  member,  membership 
chairman,  vice  president  and  president  through  the  years. 

His  first  love  is  researching  and  writing  about  Civil  War  tokens.  Jacks 
regular  column,  “Patriotic  Patter”,  appeared  in  the  quarterly  Journal  of 
the  Civil  War  Token  Society  from  1968  to  1981.

Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 

the  Verification  Officer. 

1. The  verification  service  is  presently  performed  at  no  charge  to  members 
of  the  CWTS.  In  the  future,  a charge  may  be  necessary  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against 
possible  damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service  may 
do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be  done 
to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel.

Enclosed  is  a ballot  and  I hope  you’ll 
use  it.  Unlike  our  just  past  national  elections  this  will  feature  no  mud- 
slinging  nor  partisanship!  We  all  hope  those  elected  will  be  willing  to  roll  up 
their  sleeves  and  pitch  in  to  help  the  CWTS  reach  new  heights.  Vote 
carefully  and  thoughtfully  and  hopefully  the  best  people  will  be  selected. 

This  is  my  last  message  as  President  and  I want  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation to  those  who  have  helped  to  try  to  make  the  CWTS  “better.” 
While  the  present  Board  was  able  to  act  on  and  execute  a number  of 
proposals,  a few  items  fell  “between  the  cracks”  and  will  be  left  for  the  new 
regime  to  consider.

Under  Cindy  Grellman’s  direction,  the  Board  is  revising  the  CWTS 
criteria  for  the  Literary  Awards.  When  completed,  the  guidelines  will  be 
printed  in  the  Journal. 

For  your  information,  the  Board  has  voted  to  waive  the  Bylaws 
amendment  that  requires  a member  running  for  a CWTS  office  to  have 
served  on  the  Board  first  so  that  a secretary  could  be  elected.  The  new 
Board  will  likely  address  the  possibility  of  amending  this  amendment  or 
allow  the  President  to  appoint  any  officer  who  does  not  meet  this 
requirement. 

In  closing,  best  wishes  to  the  CWTS!  While  now  “retired”  in  any  official 
CWTS  capacity,  save  CWTS  publisher,  I shall  continue  to  help  and  assist 
in  CWTS  interests  wherever  possible.

The  Fruitless  Search  for  T.W.  Hart 

By  Gerald  Johnson 

THE  FARE  BOX,  over  the  years,  has  been  graced  with  many  success 
stories.  Diligent  searches  rewarded  with  rare  and  scarce  tokens  or 
fascinating  stories  of  their  use.  Perhaps  the  sweetest  prize  in  our  hobby  is 
success,  but  success  is  often  an  elusive  shadow.  My  search  for  T.W.  Hart 
began  in  1960  with  acquisition  of  the  token  Wis  511  A.  Having  built  an 
unusually  comprehensive  Civil  War  token  collection  in  addition  to  transit 
tokens  my  several  inquiries  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin  offered 
promise  of  information  on  what  was  considered  at  the  time  a “dual”  token, 
both  Civil  War  and  transportation.  The  M.W.M.  Plank  Road  was  not  dif- 
ficult to  locate  and  research  but  the  gathering  of  detailed  data  was  another 
matter.  Notable  was  the  absence  of  T.W.  Hart.  Historical  society  records 
and  city  and  state  directories  seemed  the  logical  answer.  Over  a period  of 
ten  years  these  records  have  been  attacked  in  most  every  conceivable 
manner:  searching  for  the  man,  the  company,  and  any  historical  mention 
of  either.  As  visit  after  visit  (a  120-mile  drive)  drew  upon  historical  record, 
an  excellent  overview  of  Wisconsin  plankroading  was  developed.  As  of  this 
printing,  T.W.  Hart  has  eluded  all  efforts  to  locate  him  in  any  of  the 
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principal  cities  of  the  M.W.M.  Plank  Road.  Only  the  massive  Milwaukee 
Library  index  with  its  hundreds  of  plank  road  listings  remains  to  be  pored 
through.  This  project  will  take  more  years.  In  the  meantime  let  me  share 
with  you  the  information  in  hand. 

The  period  of  years  between  1848  and  1855  marked  the  era  of  plank 
road  promotion  in  early  Wisconsin.  Since  public  funds  were  inadequate  to 
build  roads  as  fast  as  the  needs  of  the  rapidly  developing  new  state 
demanded,  private  companies  began  to  construct  them,  depending  upon 
the  right  to  collect  tolls  for  their  returns  on  their  investment.  This  was  a 
method  commonly  used  in  new  sections  in  early  days  to  speed  up  the 
process  of  “pulling  the  country  out  of  the  mud.” 

The  State  of  Wisconsin  was  a “late  bloomer”  largely  because  of  the 
water  barrier  of  Lake  Michigan.  The  sparcely  settled  Wisconsin  territory 
had  been  populated  largely  in  the  north  by  water  immigration  through 
Green  Bay,  and  land  immigration  through  the  northwesterly  movement  in 
the  area  of  the  lead  mines  near  Galena,  Illinois. 

North  of  Chicago,  111.,  the  Root  River  (Racine)  and  South  Port 
(Kenosha)  areas  were  being  outstripped  by  the  port  of  Milwaukee  but  in 
relation  to  1848  western  Ohio,  the  land  was  a wilderness!  Large  stands  of 
virgin  hardwoods  and  white  pine  combined  with  huge  poplar  and  marsh 
grass  swamps  to  make  road  construction  difficult.  Milwaukee,  in  par- 
ticular, was  ringed  with  heavy  forests. 

Political  developments  had  pared  the  Wisconsin  Territory  from  a huge 
unwieldy  area  encompassing  four  states  into  the  streamlined  river  and 
lake-bounded  outline  of  present  day,  and  statehood  was  to  be  achieved  the 
very  year  our  story  begins,  1848. 

Commerce  in  Wisconsin  in  1848  was  largely  mining,  fur  trading,  and 
agriculture.  As  Milwaukee  developed  as  a seaport,  it  also  developed  as  the 
marketplace  in  the  new  state.  To  be  a marketplace,  access  to  outlying 
producers  was  needed.  The  only  roads  of  any  consequence  were  military 
roads  constructed  by  soldiers.  These  were  crude  swaths,  two  rods  wide, 
with  some  log  “corduroy”  in  low  places.  These  military  roads  connected  the 
lead  mining  area  to  Madison  and  Milwaukee,  and  Green  Bay  and  Fox 
Valley  to  all  three  areas.  The  roads  were  “passable”  only  in  very  dry 
seasons  or  midwinter  when  frozen. 

As  early  as  1841  Milwaukee  had  demanded  that  something  be  done  to 
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make  the  roads  more  usable  — plank  roads  were  an  obvious  answer. 

Plank  roads  had  first  been  used  in  Russia  in  1824  and  in  North  America 
in  1836  near  Toronto,  Canada.  Soon  after  a number  of  plank  roads  in  New 
York  were  constructed  and  by  1845  the  eastern  United  States  was  criss- 
crossed with  hundreds  of  these  little  toll  roads.  By  the  time  toll  roads 
became  necessary  in  Wisconsin,  railroads  were  making  the  eastern  plank 
roads  obsolete.  However,  this  did  not  seem  to  deter  the  late-blooming 
Wisconsinites. 

Starting  with  the  charter  year  of  1846,  when  the  Milwaukee  & Lisbon 
Plank  Road  became  Wisconsin’s  first,  through  1871,  when  the  Fort 
Howard  & Shawnow  Plank  Road  (the  last)  was  chartered,  no  less  than  135 
plank  roads  were  authorized  in  Wisconsin.  Of  these  about  twenty  percent 
became  a reality  and  of  these  only  one  or  two  a financial  success. 

Financial  stock  in  plank  road  companies  was  not  a good  investment. 
Dividends  were  small  and  irregular  and  the  principal  was  seldom  repaid. 
However,  counties  and  municipalities  contributing  capital  to  the  road 
found  these  sections  of  the  country  developed  much  sooner  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  the  case. 

Stockholders  were  of  two  classes:  first,  private  individuals  with  a direct 
interest  in  having  the  road  such  as  farmers  living  along  the  way  who 
needed  it  in  order  to  get  to  town  and  merchants  who  wanted  to  attract  trade 
of  the  farmers.  The  other  stockholders  were  some  of  the  localities 
especially  benefited  by  the  road. 

Wages  of  men  working  on  the  roads  were  7(K  per  day.  Sound  3”  oak 
planks  cost  $11  to  $12  per  thousand  board  feet  and  logs  were  $8  per 
thousand.  Toll  gatekeepers’  salaries  varied  from  $50  to  $200  per  year  and 
embezzlements  by  toll  gatekeepers  of  company  money  were  not  infrequent. 

The  M.W.M.  Plank  Road  was  a typical  toll  road  constructed  largely  of 
oak  planking  mounted  on  by  4”  by  4”  “sleepers.”  The  “sleepers”  or  stringers 
were  buried  into  the  roadbed  flush  with  the  ground.  The  plank  surface  of 
the  road  was  then  securely  spiked  to  these  stringers.  (On  the  Fox  Valley 
plank  roads  the  planks  were  not  spiked  down  but  wedged  tightly  together 
with  a crow  bar.)  All  planks  were  laid  on  a slight  slope  to  facilitate 
drainage.  The  travel  track  was  16  feet  wide;  8 feet  of  planking  and  another 
8 feet  of  hard-packed  dirt  used  as  a passing  lane.  Ditches  on  either  side 
carried  away  drain  water.  Mile  post  markers  were  at  every  mile  and  toll 
houses  every  ten  miles.  The  toll  gates  themselves  closely  resembled  our 
present  parking  gates  in  shape.  A long  counterbalanced  pole  with  attached 
rope  served  this  purpose.  Cost  of  construction  ran  roughly  $1,200  to 
$1,600  per  mile  in  1848,  a considerable  sum.  Tolls  ran  roughly  on  this 
scale:  2C  per  mile  for  vehicle  drawn  by  one  animal;  1C  per  mile  for  each 
additional  animal;  1C  per  mile  for  horse  and  rider;  1C  per  mile  for  every 
score  of  sheep,  swine,  and  cattle.  Buoyed  by  these  exorbitant  tolls,  toll  road 
building  peaked  in  Wisconsin  in  the  years  1852  to  1854.  Revenues  peaked 
in  1859  shortly  after  a new  uniform  toll  law  was  passed  in  1858.  The  new 
tolls  were  a bit  more  liberal,  evidencing  a feeling  by  the  electorate  that  the 
earlier  fees  were  making  someone  rich  (records  do  not  bear  this  out).  The 
new  tolls  were:  2C  per  mile  for  vehicle  drawn  by  2 animals;  V2C  per  mile  for 
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each  additional  animal;  1C  per  mile  for  vehicles  drawn  by  one  animal;  3/4C 
per  mile  for  horse  and  rider.  As  well  as  the  decreased  rates,  the  roll  roads 
since  1854  had  been  taxed  1%  of  gross  receipts  with  stiff  penalties  for  non- 
payment. The  profit  picture  was  difficult  at  best. 

Under  these  financial  circumstances,  it  is  understandable  that  five 
Wisconsin  toll  road  companies  turned  over  their  right-of-ways  to  the  state 
by  1861.  Among  these  were  the  M.W.M.  roadbed  between  Watertown  and 
Oconomowoc  (a  splinter  of  the  main  line). 

The  railroads,  of  course,  were  the  final  crushing  blow.  After  1853  the 
railroads  gathered  all  the  headlines.  Plank  roads  are  rarely  mentioned  but 
reams  of  copy  document  every  minor  movement  of  the  iron  horse.  By  1855 
the  railroads  had  moved  into  southern  Wisconsin  and  the  market  moved 
with  the  railway.  The  toll  road  was  on  the  way  out. 

Of  the  successful  Wisconsin  plank  roads,  only  one  is  known  to  have 
issued  tokens,  the  M.W.M.  Plank  Road  (Wis  511  A).  The  M.W.M. 
(Milwaukee,  Watertown,  and  Madison)  plank  road  was  the  second  char- 
tered in  Wisconsin.  The  1848  charter  calls  the  road  the  Milwaukee,  Lisbon, 
Watertown,  and  Madison  Plank  Road,  the  new  road  competing  with  the 
original  1846  Milwaukee  & Lisbon  Plank  Road.  A later  acquisition  ab- 
sorbed the  Madison  Oconomowoc  Plank  Road  adding  further  toll  to  the 
successful  venture.  (This  section  was  abandoned  in  1861.) 

Records  of  the  M.W.M.  Plank  Road  (and  all  other  Wisconsin  plank 
roads)  were  lost  forever  when  the  Wisconsin  State  Capitol  burned  in  1904, 
leaving  only  county  histories  and  sketchy  newspaper  accounts  to  piece 
together  the  token  tale  of  this  pioneer  venture.  Tokens  as  such  are  nowhere 
recorded,  but  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel  and  Gazette  of  September  14, 

1849,  makes  this  statement: 

“The  plank  roads,  leading  out  of  our  city  towards  Janesville  and 
Watertown,  are  doing  a land  office  business.  In  coming  from  Wauwatosa  to 
Milwaukee,  yesterday,  we  passed  in  35  minutes  48  teams  on  the  plank 
road.  It  keeps  the  toll  gate  men  busy,  all  the  while,  making  change  and 
taking  tickets.  The  roads  will  prove  a fortune  to  the  stockholders,  and  an 
immense  benefit  to  our  city.  Push  them  on!” 

The  mention  of  “tickets”  is  interesting  since  many  early  transportation 
accounts  refer  to  tokens  as  “tickets”  and  the  Milwaukee  Street  Railway 
used  the  term  on  their  tokens  in  1865  (Wis  510A). 

Another  facet  of  toll  road  usage  explored  was  stage  coaches.  The  stage 
lines  used  the  plank  roads  whenever  possible  for  obvious  reasons.  In  ad- 
vertisements in  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel  and  Gazette  of  September  26, 

1850,  we  find  coaches  ran  over  the  M.W.M.  Plank  Road  daily.  Doubtless 
these  commercial  ventures  would  receive  special  consideration  (tokens  at 
reduced  rates). 

Another  token  possibility  is  exemptions.  No  toll  was  required  of 
anyone  attending  religious  meetings  on  Sunday;  funerals  were  also  exempt. 
Farmers  going  to  and  from  their  fields  paid  no  toll.  Voters  on  their  way  to 
the  polls  and  persons  attending  military  gatherings  were  not  charged.  Even 
under  these  handicaps,  the  M.W.M.  Road  was  a successful  road  (second 
only  to  the  Sheboygan-Fond  du  Lac  Plank  Road). 
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flate  treasury  records  show  the  M.W.M.  Plank  Road  paid  a 1%  levy  of 
$52.36  in  1858  and  subsequent  payments  in  1859,  1897,  1898,  1899,  and 
1901.  Why  no  tax  was  recorded  during  other  years  is  a mystery. 

An  interesting  vecturist  sidelight  appears  when  the  Wisconsin 
legislature  gate  authorized  in  1889  for  street  railways  to  use  the  right-of- 
way  of  all  abandoned  toll  roads!  Evolution  of  transit! 

Milwaukee  businessman  F.W.  Hart  may  be  the  missing  link.  Civil  War 
diesinkers  were  often  illiterate  and  frequent  errors  occurred  in  the  die 
sinking  of  this  era.  At  present  no  evidence  has  been  found  to  substantiate 
this  line  of  inquiry.  Who  is  this  faceless  man?  Somewhere  within  the 
written  record  the  story  lies  waiting  for  its  brief  moment  of  exposure  and  its 
basking  in  the  warming  glow  of  the  successful  hunt  completed.

ONE- YEAR  REPORT 
July  15,  1987  - July  15,  1988 

During  this  12-month  period,  48  specimens  were  submitted  to  the 
Society  s Verification  Service.  Two  other  inquiries  were  also  answered. 
This  represents  a reduction  in  volume  compared  to  the  previous  year. 

Five  pieces  were  considered  to  be  counterfeit.  Seven  other  submitted 
specimens  were  not  Civil  War  tokens;  several  being  submitted  for  base 
metal  determination.  One  was  thought  by  consultants  to  be  an  unlisted 
brass  hand-incused  tool  check  by  Bown  and  Tetley.  Two  interesting 
engraved  Civil  War  “love  tokens”  were  submitted.  One  is  probably  an 
altered  Mexican  8 Realle,  dated  April  25,  1865,  with  a Masonic  emblem. 
The  other  is  an  engraved  medalet,  dated  March,  1863. 

Thirteen  specimens  were  verified  as  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens.  None 
appeared  to  be  altered.  There  were  no  unlisted  patriotics  submitted,  but  the 
five  counterfeits  received  are  patiotics. 

Twenty-three  specimens  were  verified  as  being  Civil  War  store  cards. 
None  had  counterstamps  or  were  altered.  Six  previously  unlisted  store 
cards  were  identified:

The  following  table  is  a summation  of  the  specimens  submitted  to  the 
CWTS  Verification  Service  for  the  past  three  years.  A total  of  235 
specimens  have  been  examined.  Only  seventy-one  percent  (167)  of  these 
were  verified  as  being  unaltered  Civil  War  tokens.

Report  on  CWTS  Auction  #70 

This  industrial  strength  auction  was  a barn  burner  on  many  fronts. 
While  other  auctions  have  exceeded  the  715  lots  offered,  none  have  sur- 
passed the  117  bidders  who  responded  with  2304  bids.  Gross  sales  were 
just  over  the  $8200  mark.  The  bidders  success  rate  was  79%,  or  in  other 
words,  92  of  the  bidders  were  successful  in  winning  one  or  more  of  the  lots 
offered. 

Popularity  of  the  lots  was  a close  call,  and  when  the  dust  had  cleared, 
lot  #86,  Mich  920B-la,  with  17  bids  was  declared  the  winner.

Memorandum  of  Activity  for  the  24th  Instant 
— Persiflage  T.  Lambert  — 

I think  I can  serve  the  war  effort  most  effectively  here  at  the  shop.  I 
hope  I am  as  courageous  as  the  next  man,  but  I have  never  taken  much  to 
fighting  nor  to  gunfire.  The  Fourth  is  about  as  loud  as  I like  it  to  get. 

Well,  just  before  Christmas,  last  week,  Mr.  Griswold  told  me  that  if  I 
could  sell  five  new  accounts  by  the  24th  he  would  see  about  putting  me  on 
steady. 

“Here’s  the  sample  case,”  he  said,  “and  here’s  the  rate  schedule. 
Maybe  if  you  head  up  toward  Springfield  you’ll  stir  up  some  business.  But 
don  t go  into  Springfield;  I’ve  got  a man  there.  He’s  prosperous.  You  be 
prosperous  too.” 

I was  stirred.  I walked  north  to  Third  and  Main,  where  I sat  myself  on 
the  Courthouse  steps  to  look  over  the  samples  and  prices.  It  was  too  cold 
and  snowy  to  sit  very  long.  Naturally,  having  shipped  most  of  the  local 
orders,  and  some  of  the  non-local  ones,  I was  familiar  with  the  stock  and 
prices  and  the  accounts  that  had  already  been  sold. 

“Why  Persiflage  Lambert,”  cried  a girlish  voice,  “I  haven’t  seen  you 
since  school.  Why  I thought  you  was  in  the  Army.” 

It  was  Sally  Siebenthaler,  one  of  the  nicest  girls  of  a couple  of  years 
ago.  She  looked  pretty.  “Well,  / thought  you  was  married,”  I said. 

“Not  yet,  but  maybe  soon,”  she  flounced. 

“Even  with  all  the  men  gone?” 

“You’re  here.” 

It  s where  I like  to  be.  But  I have  to  write  some  business  now.” 

She  said  she  was  working  down  at  Cain’s  Notions  and  I watched  her 
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sashay  off.  Very  pretty  indeed. 

I took  the  streetcar  out  Third  St.  to  my  uncle’s  place  of  business.  He 
has  a signpainting  shop,  and  I thought  he  could  give  me  some  pointers.  I 
got  off  at  Broadway  and  after  the  usual  salutations  I told  him  about  Mr. 
Griswold’s  promise. 

“Five  accounts,  eh?  Ever  sell  any  before?” 

“No,  but  I know  the  stock,  and  I’ve  worked  in  the  shop  and  the  freight 
department.” 

“Don’t  reveal  that  to  your  prospects.  Do  you  have  any  money?” 

“I  have  two  War  Bonds.” 

“I’m  talking  about  ready  money.” 

“I’ve  got  two  bits  and  two  old  dimes  as  pocket  pieces.” 

“You’re  strapped,  and  but  for  me  you’d  be  stymied.  A travelling  man 
must  pay  his  way.  Tell  you  what.  I’m  going  out  toward  Trotwood  with  some 
signs,  and  I have  to  pick  up  some  lumber  and  lead  for  making  paint.  You 
can  ride  along  with  me.  If  you  can  sell  anything  you’re  welcome  to  it.  But 
don’t  count  your  chickens  before  they’re  hatched.” 

I thanked  him  warmly,  but  he  only  muttered  that  the  army  would  do 
me  good.  We  drove  out  Broadway  to  the  river  and  turned  west  on  Wolf 
Creek  Pike.  There  were  victory  gardens  everywhere  out  here.  Working 


folks  couldn’t  get  produce  in  town,  so  I guess  it  was  all  going  to  the  army. 
Everything  for  the  soldiers. 

It  seemed  we  drove  for  miles.  If  things  worked  out  right  maybe  we 
could  get  a pine  tree  on  the  way  back.  I wanted  one  for  my  room. 

“How  far  we  going,  Uncle?  I’ll  bet  we’re  almost  to  Indiana.” 

“Not  even  close.  Trotwood’s  just  up  the  pike.” 

We  pulled  up  in  Trotwood  and  Uncle  made  some  calls  while  I went 
around  to  all  the  stores.  The  merchants  had  already  been  sold,  or  they 
didn’t  want  any.  Uncle  had  his  lumber  loaded  and  we  started  back.  He 
stopped  at  a butcher  shop  in  a one  horse  town  to  deliver  a sign.  It  said, 
“MEATS,  ABATTOIR,  SMOKEHOUSE,  G.  HAINES,  PROP.”  ‘ 

“Handsome  sign,”  said  Mr.  Haines.  “Will  you  take  payment  in  trade?  I 
haven’t  been  paid  for  my  government  contract.” 

“Have  to,”  said  Uncle.  “I  won’t  be  out  this  way  for  a while.  The  Mrs. 
sets  a big  table.”  While  Uncle  picked  out  a goose  and  some  sausage  I tried 
out  my  spiele.  I told  Mr.  Haines  about  stimulating  trade,  and  the  nice 
discount  I could  give  him.  And  of  course,  the  patriotic  feelings  my  product 
would  inspire.

He  said,  “We  can’t  lose  this  war  anyway.  Just  a matter  of  time.  But  I 
can  take  a small  order,  say  2000,  if  you’ll  take  a draft  on  the  Dayton  bank. 

Fine  with  me,  I said,  and  wrote  his  order,  with  the  usual  use  release. 
Mr.  Haines  was  out  of  turkeys,  so  Uncle  settled  for  five  chickens,  which  I 
counted  out  and  put  in  the  back. 

It  was  colder  as  we  drove  along,  but  my  first  order  warmed  me. 

“Uncle,  why  didn’t  Mr.  Haines  want  the  state  put  on  the  cards?  Are  we 
that  close  to  Indiana?” 

“We’re  nowhere  near  it.  Something  to  do  with  taxes,  maybe.” 

“What  were  those  two  heavy  cans  we  put  in  the  back,  Uncle?” 

“That’s  the  lead  for  my  paint.  It’s  scarce  as  hen’s  teeth.” 

Farther  on  we  crossed  Wolf  Creek  and  stopped  at  Mumma’s  farm  to 
deliver  another  sign  and  to  pick  up  some  apples  and  such.  Mr.  Mumma  was 
a gruff  man,  but  he  and  Uncle  seemed  to  understand  one  another.  The  sign 
read,  “MUMMA’S  FRUIT  FARMS,  Fred  S.  Mumma,  Owner.”  Mr.  Mumma 
had  three  farms,  that  I heard  of. 

“Yes,”  he  said,  “I  can  use  your  merchandise.  I do  a lot  of  over-the- 
counter  business  and  roadside  business,  what  with  the  war  going  strong.  I 
want  three  different  cards  — no,  make  that  four  — I’m  buying  Wampler’s 
farm.  That  way  I can  see  where  the  cards  go  to  and  from.  However,  I don’t 
want  my  name  on  them.  That  way  others  can  use  them.” 

Shrewd,  said  Uncle.  “You’d  do  well  to  use  that  in  your  sales  talk. 
Learn  something  from  a gentleman  like  Mr.  Mumma.” 

“There’s  more  to  farming  than  digging,”  said  Mr.  Mumma. 

“No  doubt.  And  I can’t  paint  signs  out  here  in  the  sticks.” 

We  drove  back  in  the  snow,  slipping  and  sliding.  It  was  dark  when  we 
got  to  Uncle  s shop,  but  the  streets  were  lit,  and  some  folks  were  carrying 
pine  trees  down  Third  St.  We  unloaded  in  the  heavy  snow,  and  Uncle  said 
he  would  drive  me  downtown  and  buy  me  a brew. 

We  went  to  Wild’s  Coffee  House,  first  time  I’d  ever  been  inside.  Uncle 
ordered  hot  buttered  rum.  “The  rum’s  a little  tough  to  get,”  Mr.  Wild  said.

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Lead  Planchet  Type  Analyzed 

by  Larkin  Wilson 

A previous  study  postulated  that  Civil  War  tokens  classified  as  the  lead 
planchet  type  probably  included  two  different  subgroups.  One  subtype 
listed  in  the  catalogues  as  lead  is  described  as  being  black  in  toning  with  a 
silver-white  underlying  base  metal  and  a low  specific  gravity  of  7.0  to  7.4. 
The  other  subtype  of  listed  lead  specimens  is  described  as  having  a bluish 
base  metal  with  a high  specific  gravity  of  10.5  to  11.5  and  may  have 
evidence  of  white  oxidation  on  the  surface.  To  help  resolve  the  problem  of 
differentiating  these  two  metal  compositions,  the  Civil  War  Token  Society 
Board  of  Governors  authorized  the  present  study.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this 
report  to  record  the  findings. 

METHOD 

A specimen  from  each  subgroup  catalogued  as  lead  planchet  type  was 
submitted  for  examination  to  Scanning  Electron  Analysis  Laboratories, 
Inc.  (SEAL)  of  Los  Angeles,  California.  The  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  115- 
466  L and  260-447  L were  studied.  Examination  was  performed  using 
energy  dispersive  X-ray  microprobe  analysis  to  determine  the  metal 
composition. 

RESULTS 

Figure  1 shows  the  photoanalysis  of  the  energy  dispersive  X-ray 
microprobe  study  of  115-466  L.  The  chart  indicates  the  metallic  com- 
position to  be  primarily  lead  (Pb)  with  a minor  component  of  tin  (Sn).  This 
token  is  bluish  with  some  evidence  of  white  oxide  and  has  a specific  gravity 
of  11.26.  The  touchstone  test  produces  a soft  feel. 

Figure  2 presents  the  photoanalysis  of  the  microprobe  study  of  260- 
447  L.  The  chart  demonstrates  the  metal  planchet  composition  to  be  tin 
(Sn).  This  token  has  black  toning  over  silver-white  base  metal  and  the 
specific  gravity  is  7.27.  The  touchstone  test  yields  a silver-white  mark. 

DISCUSSION 

There  are  few  references  to  the  composition  of  lead  Civil  War  token 
planchets  in  the  numismatic  literature.  The  store  card  catalogue  states 
that  the  lead  type  includes  dark  composition  metal.  It  also  states  that 
spectroscopic  analysis  of  these  pieces  indicated  they  are  mainly  zinc  with 
varying  quantities  of  lead  and  tin.  Chris  Mackel’s  1971  letter  to  Jack 
Detwiler  described  about  25  Civil  War  tokens  which  were  studied  by  “X- 
ray”  and  all  were  said  to  be  “zinc.”  With  this  historical  background,  it  has 
been  postulated  that  black-toned  pieces  with  a low  specific  gravity  (ap- 
proximately 7.2)  are  zinc.  They  resemble  German  Netgold,  which  has  a 
similar  visual  appearance  as  well  as  a low  specific  gravity  and  is  said  to  be 
composed  of  zinc.  The  results  of  the  present  study,  however,  refute  this 
assumption  and  prove  this  subgroup  of  lead  type  is  actually  tin.  Tin  is 
known  to  be  the  major  component  in  white  metal  planchets.  It  must  be 
concluded  that  the  subgroup  cataloged  as  lead  but  possessing  a black- 
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composed  primarily  of  lead. 
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SUMMARY 


Two  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  representing  the  two  postulated 
subgroups  of  previously-catalogued  lead  planchet  types  were  examined  by 
energy  dispersive  X-ray  microprobe  analysis.  The  results  indicate  the 
variety  with  a black-toned  surface,  silver-white  under-metal,  and 
possessing  a low  specific  gravity  (7. 0-7. 5)  is  white  metal  which  has  un- 
dergone unusual  surface  changes.  The  variety  appearing  bluish  with 
evidence  of  white  oxide  and  having  a high  specific  gravity  (10.0-11.5)  is 
composed  primarily  of  lead.

The  following  policy  and  terms  will  be  observed  by  the  Society’s 
Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 
the  Verification  Officer. 

1 .The  verification  service  is  presently  performed  at  no  charge  to  members 
of  the  CWTS.  In  the  future,  a charge  may  be  necessary  and  will  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against 
possible  damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service  may 
do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be  done 
to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verification  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  Steve  Tanenbaum,  editor 
of  the  new  Store  Card  catalogue  edition  and/or  to  Jack  Detwiler,  editor 
of  the  Patriotic  catalogue.  The  assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  ac- 
curately done  by  the  editorial  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request  form 
(copies  available  in  previous  “Courier”  editions). 

10. Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  return  of  specimens.
